The necessary ballots prepared for each Precinct and the parapher- 
nalia for the proper conduct of the Election were supplied by the Town 
Clerk and turned over to the Wardens of the various Precincts. | 


The polls were declared open in each Precinct at seven o’clock A. M. 
and remained open until seven o’clock P. M., at which time, after due no- - 
tice, they were declared closed. a 


Immediately after the closing of the polls, the Town Clerk turned 
over to the Wardens of Precincts 1-2-3-4-5 the envelopes received by her 
purporting to contain Absent Voter Ballots, together with the applications 
therefor filed by said voters for registration as Absent Voters. 


The Wardens caused all of the sixteen (16) envelopes containing Absent 
Voter Ballots to be opened and signatures, affidavits, postmarks, etc. to be 
examined in accordance with Section 95, Chapter 54 of the General Laws, 
and any amendments there may be thereto, and sixteen (16) were found 
to be correct. The names of the sixteen (16) Absent Voters were checked 
on the voting list in the proper Precincts and then the sixteen (16) Absent 
Voter Ballots were deposited in the proper Ballot Boxes. 


The number of Absent Voter Ballots cast in the Precincts were as 
follows:

The Ballots were counted by the Election Officers in each Precinct, the 
tally sheets and total vote sheets prepared by the Town Clerk being used, 
and the results of the same declared in the respective Precincts. 


The Ballots cast, after being counted, were enclosed in envelopes, 
sealed and encased in cases, together with envelopes containing spoiled 
ballots, which were strapped up and sealed with the Precinct Seal, and the 
same delivered to the Registrars of Voters in the Town Clerk’s Office.

That the sum of $3,500.00 be appropriated to be expended under 
the direction of the Fiscal Survey Committee for the purpose of employing 
temporary assistance in the office of the town accountant and for the ex- 
penses and the work of the committee. 
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ARTICLE 37 


To hear and act on the report of the Town Report Format Committee, 
provide for the continuance of the committee, and take any action in con- 
nection with its recommendations. (Town Report Format Committee). 


Voted, That the report of the Town Report Format Committee be re- 
ceived and placed on file. 


Voted, That the Selectmen be requested to study and consider the re- 
port and recommendations of the Town Report Format Committee and 
that the Selectmen be authorized to appoint each year a committee, if 
they deem it advisable, to assist them in planning and preparing the an- 
nual Town Report so as to make it of greater value, interest and use to 
the Town.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Winchester for the period from Janu- 
ary 1, 1955, the date of the previous audit, to June 8, 1956, the following re- 
port being submitted thereon: 


The financial transactions as recorded on the books of the several de- 
partments collecting or disbursing money for the town or committing bills 
for collection were examined, checked, and verified. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were examined. The 
general and appropriation ledger accounts were analyzed. The receipts 
as recorded were checked with the treasurer’s record of receipts; the pay- 
ments were compared with the treasury warrants approved by the board 
of selectmen; and the appropriation ledger accounts were checked with the 
appropriations, transfers, and loan authorizations voted by the town as 
listed from the town clerk’s record of town meetings. A balance sheet, 
which is appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial con- 
dition of the town on June 8, 1956. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined. The 
recorded receipts were analyzed and checked with the records of the de- 
partments making payments to the treasurer and with other sources from 
which money was paid into the town treasury, while the expenditures were 
compared with the treasury warrants approved by the board of selectmen. 
The cash balance on June 8, 1956 was proved by reconciliation of the bank 
balances with statements furnished by the banks of deposit and by actual 
count of the cash in the office. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were proved 
by comparison with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled securi- 
ties and coupons on file. The coupons outstanding on June 8, 1956 were 
listed and reconciled with the amount on deposit for their payment as 
shown by a statement furnished by the depository. 


The securities and savings bank books representing the investment of 
the trust, investment, and retirement funds in the custody of the town 
treasurer were examined and listed. The income was proved, and all trans- 
actions and balances were verified and checked with the books of the town 
accountant, and, in the case of the retirement funds, with the books of 
the retirement board. The cash balance in the retirement fund was proved 
by reconciling the bank balance with a statement furnished by the bank of 
deposit. 
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The records of tax titles held by the town were examined. The 
amounts transferred to the tax title account were compared with the col- 
lector’s records and the accountant’s books, the reported redemptions were 
checked with the treasurer’s cash book, and the tax titles on hand were 
listed, proved, and checked with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 


The record of payroll deductions on account of Federal taxes was ex- 
amined and proved, and the payments to the Director of Internal Revenue 
was verified, while the balances, as shown on the individual employees’ 
cards, were listed and reconciled with the accountant’s ledger control. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were examined and 
checked. The taxes, motor vehicle and trailer excise, and assessments out- 
standing at the time of the previous audit, as well as all subsequent com- 
mitments, were audited and reconciled with the assessors’ warrants. The 
recorded collections and abatements were checked, the payments to the 
treasurer were verified, and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
proved with the accountant’s ledger. 


The commitments of departmental and water accounts were examined 
and checked. The recorded receipts were checked with the payments to 
the treasurer, the abatements as recorded were compared with the records 
of the departments authorized to grant them, and the outstanding ac- 
counts were listed and proved with the accountant’s ledger controls. 


The records of apportioned assessments were examined and checked. 
The payments in advance, as recorded, were checked with the treasurer’s 
cash book, the amounts apportioned, added to taxes, and suspended were 
verified, and the assessments not due were listed and reconciled with the 
accountant’s ledger. 


Verification of the outstanding tax, motor vehicle and trailer excise, 
assessment, departmental, and water accounts was obtained by mailing 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books as 
owing money to the town, the replies received thereto indicating that the 
accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The financial transactions of the town clerk were examined. The re- 
ceipts for dog and sporting licenses were checked with the record of licenses 
issued, and the payments to the Division of Fisheries and Game and to 
the town treasurer were verified. The receipts for marriage permits, re- 
cording fees, and miscellaneous charges were checked, and the cash bal- 
ance on June 8, 1956 was proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with 
a statement furnished by the bank of deposit and by actual count of the 
cash in the office. 


The surety bonds on file for the several town officials for the faithful 
performance of their duties were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 
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The available records of departmental collections by the selectmen 
and the sealer of weights and measures, as well as by the police, health, 
school, library, and cemetery departments, and by all other departments 
in which money was collected for the town, were examined and checked. 
The recorded collections were compared with the payments to the treas- 
urer as Shown by the treasurer’s and the accountant’s records, and the 
cash on hand in the several departments, including petty cash advances, 
was proved by actual count. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are tables 
showing reconciliations of the treasurer’s and town clerk’s cash, summaries 
of the tax, assessment, tax title, departmental, and water accounts, to- 
gether with schedules showing the condition and transactions of the trust, 
investment and retirement funds. 


For the cooperation extended by all town officials during the progress 
of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, to express 
appreciation.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


We pause to reflect on this report — we can almost hear time stop. 
The pendulum has been ticking inexorably these past twelve months, 
while your Selectmen on their part have been doing what they could to 
discharge the responsibility of carrying on the tradition of good govern- 
ment in the community of Winchester. 

When a Selectman first takes his chair in the dignified surroundings 
of our Town Hall, he becomes impressed with the intangible quality of this 
tradition which has been built by the men before him. It is a heritage for 
him to keep and to protect so that it may guide him and his successors 
through the ever present tides of change. 

As we look back over the past year, there comes to mind the multitude 
of activities which ofttimes became so absorbing that they endangered the 
principal task to which we are dedicated. In a town of 18,500 persons, 
there is certain to be an expression of many objectives which command 
the attention of the Selectmen. It is our duty and responsibility to con- 
Sider and act upon these expressions which can and do have an effect on 
the course by which we steer. We welcome these voices which often chal- 
lenge the validity of cur position. We find, however, that we must-be ever 
careful to guard against becoming so submerged in details as to become 
ineffectual in the discharge of our essential functions. In this report, we 
shall try to cover the salient features of the administration of our office 
during the past year. 
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Historically, the date of October 21, 1956 is imprinted upon our minds 
for this marked the passing of the first train over the new railroad struc- 
ture. More significantly, the hazard of the grade crossing was then elim- 
inated forever. This event was attended with appropriate ceremonies and 
tribute was paid to the officials and citizens of the Town who for so many 
years worked unselfishly and constantly to this end, the officials and en- 
gineers of the State Department of Public Works and the Boston and 
Maine Railroad who generously cooperated in the formulation and execu- 
tion of the imaginative plans, and the C. J. Maney Company which 
thoughtfully translated the plans into reality with a minimum of con- 
fusion and disturbance and with a maximum of safety to the community. 
The color of the ribbon which was used to mark this historic occasion was 
not without significance. It was blue in testimony of our appreciation for 
the quality of a job that is being exceptionally. well done. 

Your Board of Selectmen, with the able assistance of the Town Coun- 
sel, the Town Engineer, the Chief of the Police Department, the Chief of 
the Fire Department, the Wire Inspector, and their respective staffs, has 
devoted much of its time representing the Town’s interests in the course 
of the construction of the railroad overhead structure. We have attempted 
to work in unison with the progress of the State engineers and the C. J. 
Maney Company to provide adequate traffic, parking and lighting facili- 
ties. Our work on these projects is not finished and, with the expert guid- 
ance of the State Traffic Engineers, we are constantly studying and plan- 
ning for the future. By necessity, some decisions must await the comple- 
tion of the new construction. . 

We have noted an improvement in the flow of vehicular traffic through 
the business center of the Town with the opening of the two underpasses 
at the junction of Main Street, Mt. Vernon Street and Church Street, the 
underpass on Waterfield Road and the underpass on Bacon Street. With 
the opening of the Swanton Street underpass and of the Skillings by-pass 
road next Spring, we should be able to adjudge the validity of projected 
plans to solve our traffic problems. We are not unmindful of the harried 
pedestrians and, in the meantime, we are providing three additional spe- 
cial police officers for their protection. Common Street has been widened 
to facilitate the flow of traffic in this area. Various signs have been in- 
stalled and some curbstone parking spaces have been eliminated in the in- 
terests of public safety. Parking in streets is always secondary to the safe 
passage of traffic. The accustomed bus stops were moved to relieve con- 
gestion in the new traffic circle in the Center and we are now in process 
of providing a bus terminal in the parking area which was formerly part 
of Common Street and now located between the Common and the railroad 
structure. Traffic problems are not limited to the areas of new construc- 
tion. Two additional school traffic officers have been appointed to cover 
dangerous intersections at the corner of Forest Street and Highland Ave- 
nue and at the corner of Madison Avenue and Highland Avenue. Other 
areas are being studied. In spite of the vigilance of our Police Depart- 
ment, we are aware of the need of additional officers to cope with the en- 
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forcement of traffic regulations. The Selectmen, with the concurrence of 
the Chief of Police, are recommending the appointment of two additional 
officers who would devote themselves exclusively to this phase of police 
work. It must always be remembered, however, that public safety is a 
cooperative enterprise. The drivers of automobiles should accept a share 
of the responsibility. 

- The population of automobiles which inhabits every nook and cranny 
in and around our business center seems to be keeping pace with all known 
statistics for birth rates. The space shortage was partially relieved re- 
cently with the reopening of the parking areas off Waterfield Road and off 
Common Street. At the same time, we lost the borrowed spaces on the 
parkway in front of the Junior High School which the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission graciously permitted us to use during the critical period 
of construction. The acquisition of the parking area at the rear of the 
Waterfield Building has been delayed pending the grant of an easement by 
the Boston and Maine Railroad. This, we are assured, will be forthcoming 
in the near future. Additional and adequate off street parking is one of 
our greatest needs. The Selectmen will again recommend the extension 
of the parking area off Waterfield Road in order to utilize all available 
space. The addition of a bridge over the river would unquestionably pro- 
vide a safe exit from this parking area and would relieve congestion on 
Waterfield Road. It would also enable us to reinstate the parking spaces 
inside the islands opposite the post office. The unfinished town-owned area 
opposite the Town Hall and better known as the “Skillings lot” has been 
constantly used for the parking of cars in spite of the sand traps. Although 
some drivers have noticeably avoided this area after encountering the traps 
and the poor conditions underfoot, between eighty to one hundred twenty 
cars have been parked at various hours of the day. This area has proved 
itself to be a boon to the community and the Selectmen are convinced 
that its improvement for this purpose should no longer be indefinitely post- 
‘poned. Furthermore, it should be landscaped in a fashion that is consonant 
with the locality. We realize, however, that the Town is faced at this time 
with expensive capital outlays which have a fair claim for priority over 
the beautification of this area. It is hoped that the desire for keeping Win- 
chester attractive remains strong enough to resist any prolonged deteriora- 
tion of this site. Pride in our Town leaves no room for any callous disre- 
gard of aesthetic values. 

The parking meters have brought the concept of time to our rescue 
in measuring the amount of available curbstone parking spaces. Your 
Selectmen watch with envy the imperviousness of these little machines as 
they exact their toll amid all the pathos of a Greek tragedy. Although 
we are not as insensitive as the machines, we realize that the emotional 
experiences of some of the populace are transitory and that most people 
agree that the time concept affords an equitable distribution of space. 
Furthermore, the tolls will eventually reap a harvest of improved parking 
and traffic facilities in our growing Town. This year, we installed addi- 
tional meters. We now have 29 single and 110 double meters which pro- 
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vide 249 metered spaces. As of December 17, 1956, the total receipts from 
the meters installed had amounted to $21,539.40. The contract price for 
these meters and the freight and installation charges totalled $14,321.16, of 
which we have paid $11,774.70 leaving a balance due of $2,546.46. One- 
half of the proceeds, as collected, is paid to the Company that sold us the 
meters until the contract price is paid in full. The remaining proceeds 
are deposited in the Town’s parking meter fund. Mr. T. Parker Clarke, 
our maintenance expert, has kept the meters in good and collectible con- 
dition. We plan to install additional meters along the north side of Com- 
mon Street and in the parking area next to the Common in the near 
future. 

It has, perhaps, been noticed that Winchester has been taking on new 
garments of light the past year. This may not appeal to everybody, but 
it would be sheer folly not to lighten the darkness of our busier thorough- 
fares where pedestrians congregate. It is one of the changes that has 
become inevitable in a growing town. In keeping with the policy estab- 
lished a year ago, we are proceeding with the program of brightening the 
Center and roads in the vicinity thereof. Old standards have been replaced 
with modern fixtures and additional lamps have been installed on Com- 
mon Street, Waterfield Road and Washington Street between Mt. Vernon 
and Main Streets. Additional lamps have been placed in operation near 
the traffic circle in the business center and at the intersection of Main 
Street and Lake Street in the vicinity of the proposed by-pass road. Eight 
new lamps have been ordered for Bacon Street between Fenwick Road and 
Ginn Road, four of which have been installed in anticipation of the open- 
ing of the underpass. Additional light fixtures have been ordered for 
the future by-pass road. The Selectmen will recommend the further mod- 
ernization of lighting facilities on Mt. Vernon Street from Main Street to 
Washington Street, on Main Street from Mt. Vernon Street to Washington 
Street, on Thompson Street and on Church Street from Main Street to 
Rangeley Road during the year 1957. These new lamps have a capacity of 
10,000 to 15,000 lumen except those on Bacon Street which will be 6,000 
lumen. The essential cost is reflected in the augmented charges for cur- 
rent and in 1957 the budget for lighting has been increased $10,768.15, of 
which $2,858 will be expended for paving the highways where excavated. 

Apropos of the subject of lighting is the problem of Christmas decora- 
tion. In previous years, the Park Department, within the limits of its 
budget, has provided a modest and attractive display on the Common. As 
far as can be determined, however, the Town of Winchester has never un- 
dertaken any elaborate and formal plan for decorating public ways and 
town properties during the Christmas season. A desire for a change in the 
appearance of the business center has been expressed. In view of the ex-. 
perience of this year, the Selectmen have concluded that any decorations 
of public streets and town properties should be the responsibility of the 
Town and should be financed out of Town funds. If it is the wish of the 
citizens of the Town to increase the scope of municipal decorations, then 
we recommend that a decorations committee be appointed annually by the 
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Town Moderator and that funds be appropriated for the purposes of this 
committee. Such a committee would have full charge of the character of 
the decorations and would be answerable to the Town Boards only for the 
use made of town properties. The merchants would be free to decorate 
their own stores and windows in accordance with their individual tastes. 
We believe that this approach to the current problem would eliminate 
confusion and that a plan for municipal decorations could be developed 
that would not only express the spirit of the Christmas season, but would 
be in keeping with and a credit to the dignity of the Town of Winchester. 

The Selectmen have been seriously concerned with the threatened de- 
struction of the areas of the Winchester Country Club and the Mystic 
Lakes by the proposed extension of the State highway known as Route 3. 
This Board has worked closely with the Town Planning Board to protect 
the interests of the community. We have been informed that three prin- 
cipal plans for the extension of Route 3 are being considered by the State 
Department of Public Works. Two of these, with some variations, would 
cross the fairways of the Country Club, and proceed across the upper Mys- 
tic Lake near the Medford Boat Club, and along the easterly shore of the 
lower lake to the vicinity of the Mystic River. A third route, which was 
developed by the State Engineers about two years ago, would proceed 
southerly through the portion of Winchester which is westerly of Ridge 
Street and adjacent to the Lexington boundary, and thence through Ar- 
lington to Mystic Street near Draper Road, and thence to the southerly end 
of lower Mystic Lake. Inasmuch as we have been informed that Route 3 
must be extended and that utilization of Route 2 and Route 2A can no 
longer be considered, the Selectmen and the Planning Board have placed 
themselves on record as favoring the third route described above. Although 
a greater number of houses would be taken in the course of this route, we 
believe that the larger community of people would be adversely affected 
by the other routes. The beautiful areas of the Country Club and the 
Mystic Lakes are natural assets of the communities of Winchester, Ar- 
lington and Medford, and they enhance the value of all surrounding prop- 
erties. The destruction of these areas would be permanent. They could 
never be replaced and the resulting damage and blight would be irre- 
parable. The decision, of course, rests with the State Department of Public 
Works. 

The tranquility, beauty and safety of the Mystic Lakes have also been 
threatened by another out-growth of this machine age. We refer to the 
outboard motor boats which have become a nuisance to this entire area 
during recent years. Although the Mystic Lakes are under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Metropolitan District Commission, your Selectmen have been 
engaged in trying to abate this nuisance, which has become intolerable to 
our citizens who reside in this region. During the Spring, Summer and 
Fall, these residents have been subjected to the constant whine of the mo- 
tors of these boats to an extent that they have been deprived of the quiet 
enjoyment of their homes. Doubtless there are persons who derive pleasure 
from this form of boating, but in weighing the interests of these transient 
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pleasure seekers against the interests of the home-owners, we believe that 
the home-owners should receive more consideration. These lakes are too 
small to accommodate the noise and speed of these boats at the expense of 
the home-cwners and the persons who enjoy sailing, canoeing, swimming 
and fishing. The Board of Selectmen and Representative Harrison Chad- 
wick have been working to improve this situation and this past year the 
Metropolitan District Commission acceded to the request for an officer 
with a boat to enforce the present regulations. This provided some relief 
but it is our hope that more effective measures will be taken in the near 
future. We have also been concerned with the deterioration of the filled 
in portion of the upper lake known as Bacon’s Pond. It has become an 
unsightly area and Representative Chadwick has filed a bill in the Legis- 
lature for the appropriation of $25,000 to grade, landscape and transform 
it into an attractive lake-shore park. This is no place for the public ball 
park, marinas and other crowd drawing sports facilities that have been 
proposed. We believe that Mr. Chadwick’s bill deserves our full support in 
order to preserve quietude and the natural beauty of this lake which 
should be considered one of Winchester’s valued assets. 

We were faced again this year with the recurring problem of pollu- 
tion of the Aberjona River and the Mystic Lakes. This can be charged 
largely to carelessness. Last Spring and early Summer, the Aberjona 
River became coated with a thick, foreign substance which filled the air 
with obnoxious odors. An investigation by Town officials uncovered sources 
of industrial waste, garbage and sewage which were contributing to the 
contamination of the river and the Mystic Lakes. We sought the coopera- 
tion of the State Department of Public Health and the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission and, after hearings and further investigation by State 
authorities, measures were taken to clean up the mess. For this relief, we 
were gratfeul. There remains much to be done to provide complete per- 
manent relief and we should actively support every effort to this end. The 
exercise of vigilance and vigorous action on the part of our town officials 
and citizens will help to prevent a recurrence of this intolerable condition. 

The map of Winchester was changed in this eventful year of 1956, by 
the annexation of part of Medford’s territory. This, we assure you, was 
done without any breach of the peace with our neighbor. It may be re- 
called that at the Annual Town Meeting of 1950, the Board of Selectmen 
was authorized to act with the consent of the City of Medford to change 
the boundary line so as to include within the territory of Winchester, the 
area of land commonly known as Symmes’ Pasture. Medford’s consent, 
through the vote of its City Council, was conveyed to your Selectmen this 
year. Accordingly, we initiated the necessary legislative action and by 
enactment of a special statute, Chapter 676 of the Acts of 1956, the bound- 
ary between the Town of Winchester and the City of Medford was changed 
so that approximately twenty-seven and one-half acres of land formerly 
in Medford were annexed to this Town. The area annexed is triangular 
in shape and situated between South Border Road on the east and the 
Whitmore Brook Entrance to the Metropolitan District Reservation on 
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the south. This is property that could not be properly serviced in Med- 
ford, and, in our opinion, it was for the best interests of Winchester to 
annex it, in spite of our awareness of the growing pains of the Town. The 
owners have assured us that this property will be developed in a manner 
comparable to the areas of Jefferson and Lawson Roads. As a precau- 
tionary measure, we required the owners to restrict this property so that 
it cannot be divided into any lot containing less than fifteen thousand 
square feet of land. This restriction will continue for a period of five 
years in order to give the Town ample opportunity to bring this property 
within the proper scope of our zoning by-laws. 

Winchester’s population has been steadily increasing and is due for a 
sharp increase within the next five years with the development of the 
areas situated in the northwesterly portion of the Town. This growth has 
been accompanied by increased valuations and costs of government. The 
statistics set forth in the following table provide an interesting compara- 
tive study of the growth of this Town:

Winchester is largely a residential town and, therefore, the costs of 
the Town fall heavily on the home owners. It would be helpful if we 
could achieve a more reasonable balance by additional industrial develop- 
ment. We do not have much land that is suitable for industrial purposes, 
but, recognizing the need, your Board of Selectmen has expended a great 
deal of time and effort this year in trying to convert available town-owned 
land to such use. We believe it would be beneficial to the Town if this 
land could be occupied by a clean, light industry. It is our hope that pres- 
ent negotiations will bear fruit. Any proper development of property will 
increase valuations but any return to the Town will be offset to a greater 
or lesser degree by the costs of additional services required. An increase 
in valuation should, of course, result in a decrease of the tax rate, but the 
amount of such decrease, if any, will be dependent always upon the factor 
of increased costs occasioned thereby. Residential, commercial and in- 
dustrial properties require services of varying degrees and, in our opinion, 
the net return to the Town from a proper industrial development would be 
the greater. We cannot promise, however, that this approach to our prob- 
lems is a panacea. Winchester’s present assessed valuation of approxi- 
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mately $45,900,000 is among the highest per capita in the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. In order to realize any appreciable reduction in the tax 
rate through this method, a tremendous increase in valuation would be 
necessary. For example, to decrease cur tax rate by the amount of $1.00, 
it would be necessary to acquire additional property having an assessed 
valuation of about $950,000, without taking into consideration increased 
costs of services. A simple illustration of how this works will help to clar- 
ify our thinking on this matter. Taking this year’s valuation of $45,900,000 
and tax rate of $49.60, let us suppose that we added new property having 
an assesed valuation of $500,000. This would represent a percentage in- 
crease of 1.08% in the valuation. 1.08% of $49.60 would amount to 54 cents. 
The tax rate would, therefore, be reduced to $49.06 if there were no in- 
creased costs for servicing the new property. Such a 54 cent reduction in 
the rate would represent approximately $24,600 in the tax levy. The prin- 
ciple of this simple example is important to keep in mind when consider- 
ing any changes in business development, particularly if such changes 
would have any radical effect on the character of our Town. In each and 
every instance, we should determine whether or not the consequences are 
worthy of the saving. 

Winchester’s operations are no longer those of a small Town. This is 
forcibly impressed upon us when we note that this Board approved treas- 
ury warrants for the transfer and expenditure of approximately $4,750,000 
in the year 1956. Although the use of this impressive figure without 
further explanation may tend to over-emphasize the importance of our 
particular functions, it does indicate the magnitude of the total fiscal op- 
erations of all the Departments of the Town government. The handling 
of this volume of money imposes a large sense of responsibility and re- 
quires a careful auditing of all accounts for the purposes of good business 
practice. In recognition of our responsibility, we have supported policies 
and methods for the more efficient handling of the Town’s business. We 
have met and conferred with the Fiscal Survey Committee which is inves- 
tigating and studying the fiscal policies and practices of the Town. As 
the report of this Committee will show, it is time for an overhaul of the 
Town’s accounting system. We have been mose favorably impressed with 
the work of this Committee. This year, upon recommendation of this 
Committee, the budgetary procedures were revised with the result that we 
now have a uniform classification of accounts and a system for coding the 
accounts. Furthermore, a plan for program budgeting has been introduced. 
These are steps in the right direction towards the modernization of our 
procedures. In the future, they will enable the town officials to act more 
intelligently and efficiently in the discharge of their responsibilities. It is 
understandable that any breach of customary methods by the adoption of 
new ideas is a cause for some dismay. The understanding and spirit of 
cooperation shown by the heads of the Town Departments, however, has 
been most heartening through this trying period of change. 

Another important field of our municipal government that is being 
greatly improved is that of salaries and wages. The administration of our 
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Personnel Board is deserving of an accolade. As the result of endless 
hours of thoughtful work, this Board has built for the Town a wage and 
salary structure that provides a sound and meaningful approach to the 
solution of our personnel problems. A careful study of job descriptions 
has provided the Personnel Board with a yardstick to measure the rela- 
tive value of all jobs. Consequently, all jobs have been systematically 
classified, many inequities have been corrected, and decisions based on the 
expediency of the moment have been avoided. The Personnel Board has 
been constantly reviewing its work, consulting with the Selectmen and 
other Town Boards and making adjustments where necessary. Further- 
more, it has been carefully surveying the wages and salaries paid in other 
comparable towns which have a similarly established salary and wage 
structure administered by a Personnel Board. This past year, upon recom- 
mendation of the Personnel Board, the Town of Winchester voted a gen- 
eral increase of nine (9%) percent in salaries and wages paid to all Town 
employees. (School teachers and Welfare Department employees were ex- 
cluded from this general increase, inasmuch as they do not come within 
the jurisdiction of the Personnel Board). This general increase brought 
our rates up to the “middle” or “average” of the comparable towns sur- 
veyed by the Personnel Board. Although this increase added about 
$67,000 to the tax levy in 1956 and will cost about $88,500 on an annual 
basis, it was the least we could do to keep our schedules at a proper level, 
in recognition of the quality of service of our employees. We are confident 
that the Personnel Board is ever mindful of all that is fair and equitable 
to both the employees and the taxpayers. Its task is a difficult one that 
never ends. 


To revert again to the activities of the Selectmen, it is plain to be seen 
that we exhibit an interest in many phases of Town government. Our 
duties and responsibilities are varied and often times unrelated. In the 
past year, without limiting the generality of the foregoing language, we 
acted on innumerable applications for licenses to sell junk, second-hand 
automobiles, tags, prepared foods, old gold and silver, to hawk and peddle, 
to store oil and gasoline, to show movies in public on Sundays, to auction, 
to conduct carnivals, to perform taxi service, to dance in Town Hall and 
do everything else that the law allows with our blessing; we perambulated 
the boundary line between Winchester and Woburn, and found the monu- 
ments in good order; we prepared jury lists and bestowed the title of juror 
on members of the citizenry; we held court for dogs and regulated their 
activities; we became obnoxious during the political campaigns by enforc- 
ing the by-laws prohibiting signs and sound trucks; we appointed election 
officers so that Republicans and Democrats had equal representation and 
otherwise provided for free and lawful elections; we suppressed moths and 
other insects; we ordered the removal of dead trees; we put shades on 
street lights; we removed shades from street lights; we held hearings on 
the locations of poles, wires and conduits; we authorized sidewalk orders 
for the public convenience; we held hearings for public ways; we opposed 
the erection of commercial billboards; we attended hearings before legis- 
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lators, commissioners and judges of the Commonwealth; we considered 
and acted on applications for pensions; we appointed various town offi- 
cers and employees whose names appear in the Town Report, many of 
whom were reappointments in recognition of their excellent service to the 
Town; we appointed Mr. Joseph E. Flaherty as Director of Veterans’ Serv- 
ices when Mr. Charles D. Roche resigned in September after years of faith- 
ful service; in accordance with the votes of Town Meeting, we authorized 
the Town Treasurer to borrow by bond issue $125,000 to meet the cost of 
laying and relaying water mains and to borrow by other bond issues 
$800,000 in anticipation of tax revenue; we requested the State and 
County to contribute $20,000 and $10,000 respectively towards the construc- 
tion of Johnson Road, which is now open with a gravel surface to Ridge 
Street; we considered and executed supplementary contracts relative to 
the construction of the railroad stations at Winchester and Wedgemere 
and the relocation of the freight yards; we considered and accepted numer- 
ous bids for supplies and equipment; we considered and refused the proffer 
of a steam locomotive; we received and wrote numerous letters; we took 
proper cognizance of complaints and claims; we accepted, on behalf of 
the Town, the keys to the new Senior and Junior High Schools from the 
Building Committee and delivered them to the School Committee; we par- 
ticipated in Town Meeting and enjoyed for the first time the comfort and 
acoustics of the new Memorial Auditorium at the High School; we repre- 
sented the Town at various official and social functions and conveyed 
messages and greetings on occasion. 


We could continue this kaleidoscopic account of our activities without 
any avail. Before closing, however, we believe that the Town should be 
apprised of the respect that we hold for the work that is being done by 
the departments of the Town. Naturally, we are closer to the work of the 
departments under our jurisdiction and we can justly take pride in their 
accomplishments. It is heartwarming to receive letters from doctors, 
parents, homeowners and boards of surrounding communities commending 
the alert and efficient work of our Police, Fire and Civil Defense Depart- 
ments in the protection of life and property. This year, the Police Depart- 
ment received an award from the State for pedestrian safety. Serious 
crimes have been kept at a minimum and transgressors have been appre- 
hended and prosecuted vigorously. This Town’s enviable record with re- 
spect to juvenile delinquency is due in large measure to the kind and 
thoughtful attention of the police and their maintenance of the Police 
Athletic League. The policy of sending one officer each year to the State 
Police School has proven so effective that we are recommending the at- 
tendance of two officers next year. The Fire Department’s record of keep- 
ing losses by fire, smoke and water to an estimated amount of $37,000 in 
1956 is praiseworthy, particularly when it is noted that the fire alarm 
sounded 464 times and that the assessed valuation of property in Winches- 
ter amounts to about $45,900,000. This past year, the Fire Department kept 
two engines and three men at the Town Yard on Lake Street for several 
weeks to give added protection to the west side of the Town during a crit- 
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ical period of the construction in the Center. This protection was sup- 
plemented by the Fire Departments of Arlington, Woburn, Stoneham and 
Medford to whom we were grateful. This situation pointed up the grow- 
ing need for a fire station on the west side where there will be increased 
construction in the near future. Four of our firefighters attended the State 
Civil Defense School this year to learn modern methods of coping with 
disaster. The local Civil Defense Department has remained active and 
alert to the possibilities of disaster and its auxiliary police and firemen 
have rendered valuable assistance to the Police and Fire Departments. The 
Selectmen and other Boards have valued greatly the counsel and assist- 
ance of the Engineering and Highway Departments which are adminis- 
tered with a high degree of efficiency and concern for the best interests of 
the Town. We have found the same high standards to be evident in other 
Departments. 


The Board of Selectmen feels that it has been fortunate to have had 
the opportunity to work together with the Boards, Committees and De- 
partments of the Town. We know that they are bending their minds and 
energies towards the common task of making this a better Town in which 
to live.

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 

I submit herewith my eleventh annual report of the Fire Department 
for the year 1956. 

The department has responded to 355 Still, 94 Box, 5 False and 10 
Mutual Aid alarms, a total of 464 alarms. Eighteen of the alarms were for 
rescue work. Twenty-seven cylinders of oxygen were used on resuscita- 
tion cases. Twenty of the alarms were for fires in our Town Dump which 
has become a serious problem due to the large quantity of combustible ma- 
terial being buried there. 

The grade crossing elimination construction work did not seriously 
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affect us until the Bacon Street and Swanton Street by-passes were closed 
on October ist. Due to the resulting serious traffic situation in the center, 
one engine company and sometimes two engines, were stationed at the 
Town Yard from 7:30 A. M. until 7:30 P. M. on week days to answer all calls 
west of the crossing. This arrangement was continued until November 15th 
when all trains were running on the overhead tracks. Arrangements were 
made with Chief Thomas Eagan of Arlington Fire Department for their 
response with an Engine Company and a Ladder Truck to all fire alarm 
boxes on the west side hill section, and with Chief Michael Kane of the 
Woburn Fire Department for their response with an engine company to 
all boxes in the north end of town. These special response arrangements 
were continued until November 27th. 


Apparatus has traveled a total of 1552 miles and our pumpers have 
pumped 325 hours. Our electric sump pumps were used on 16 calls for 
flooded basements. 29,650 feet of 2% inch, 7,250 feet of 1% inch and 47,400 
feet of booster hose were used. 1,493 feet of ladders were raised. 


Ten carbon dioxide, eight dry chemical and one foam extinguisher 
were used. One hundred and ten soda and acid and 17 foam extinguishers 
were filled for residents or other town departments. 


Four hundred seventy-four inspections were made and permits issued 
for oil burner or oil storage installations, 12 for storage of inflammable 
fluids, 28 for blasting operations, and 121 permits issued for fires in the 
open. Oil storage permits were issued for storage of 33,683 gallons of light 
fuel oil. Leaking fuel oil tanks have become one of our most severe fire 
hazard problems. During the year 62 fuel oil tanks have sprung leaks and 
have been replaced. We have responded on 18 calls for leaking tanks, 
have installed temporary repair straps on the tanks to stop the leakage 
and have removed the spilled fuel oil to eliminate the resulting fire haz- 
ard. Two serious fires in recent years have been due to this problem. 

The fire loss on buildings and contents amounted to $38,970 for the 
year. 

All motor equipment is in good running condition. Two way radio 
was installed on our Fire Alarm Truck. This equipment was obtained 
through our Civil Defense Office with matching Federal Funds. All ap- 
paratus, except Engine #3, is now equipped with two way radio, giving us 
excellent communications between the station and the apparatus. The 
Chief’s car, purchased in 1952, is due for replacement in 1957. 


All boxes and circuits on our fire alarm system were tested each 
month and found in good operating condition. A new fire alarm box 
#145 has been installed at the corner of Henry and James Streets to serve 
this section of town. Approximately four (4) miles of new overhead wire 
has been installed by our fire alarm men to replace bare wire or hurricane 
damaged lines. A number of transfers of our wires from old to new poles 
have also been made during the year. The whistle house, a small building 
located on the roof of the Beggs & Cobb power plant in which the whistle 
operating machine is located, is in poor condition and is planned for re- 
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placement in 1957. It was built over 25 years ago at the time the power 
plant was built. 


The Fire Station building is in good condition. All exterior brick and 
masonry work has been pointed and all window and door openings calked. 
The old apparatus floor swinging doors have been replaced with new over- 
head doors. During the year the members of the department have painted 
the chief’s office, meeting room, lavatory and three rooms on the second 
floor. 


The manual force consists of 34 permanent men and 10 call men. 
Four additional permanent men were appointed in August. The perma- 
nent force consists of a chief, 2 captains, 4 lieutenants, 2 fire alarm men, 
a mechanic, and 24 firefighters. Our call force has been decreased from 
12 to 10 men during the year. Four members of the permanent force have 
attended a civil defense rescue training course held at the new Massachu- 
setts Civil Defense Training Center in Topsfield through the cooperation 
of our Civil Defense Office. 


Our auxiliary fire force is composed of 20 members. A number of 
them have responded on many of our alarms and have given us valuable 
assistance. A training program has been conducted by Captain Amico one 
evening each week from May until June and during September and Oc- 
tober. During November and December one auxiliary firefighter has been 
on duty at the station each week-day evening for two hours with our reg- 
ular force. This program has supplied us with many man hours of addi- 
tional coverage during the early evening for which we are grateful and 
has given our auxiliaries valuable experience. We are fortunate in having 
this trained and devoted group of men available and willing to assist us 
in any emergency. 


Continuing steady home building growth has been carried out in the 
west side hill section. A new development has been started off Ridge 
Street at the Woburn line and other developments are planned for the 
Johnson Road area during the coming year. These sections are located 
too far from the fire station for efficient fire protection. The necessity of 
providing them with adequate fire protection is becoming more acute each 
year. It is hoped the West Side fire station can be built in the near future 
to correct this situation. 


I wish to express my appreciation to the residents and business men 
of town for their cooperation in fire prevention, to our permanent men 
who have responded to alarms when off duty, to our call men, our chap- 
lains, Rev. Bailey and Rev. Anadore, Chief T. P. Clarke and his auxiliary 
fire force, Mr. Boecker and Mr. Russell of our Civil Defense Office and to 
members of other town departments for their cooperation and assistance.

Mobile Equipment 


The motor vehicle equipment consists of three Ford patrol cars and 
one Cadillac ambulance. As a measure of economy, two of the Fords 
should be replaced; they now require constant repair work. The ambulance, 
purchased in 1949, at this date registers 9,621 miles. December 31st of this 
year ambulance fees have amounted to $6,280.00 or $380.00 over and above 
the original cost of the car. The ambulance is in first-rate condition. 


Teletype and Radio 
Both the teletype, station and mobile unit radios are in good condition. 
The mobile radios require constant servicing as do all police car radios. 
The radio in Patrol 52 will require a converter in changing from a six 
to a 12-volt unit. 
Police Station 
I cannot foresee any major repairs or alterations to the building in 
1957. Building is in good condition, the brick work having been pointed 
and gutters repaired in 1956. 
Traffic and Safety 
Throughout the past year we have made an effort to convey to the 
public our concern with regards to the terrific increase in automobile reg- 
istrations and operator licenses, together with the country-wide increase in 
traffic accident rates. Our information has been publicized by means of 
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lectures to both civil and religious organizations, the press, radio, etc. 

As indicated in my submitted budget for 1957, I believe the setting up 
of a traffic control unit to cope with the mounting traffic violations, has 
become an absolute necessity. It should to a marked degree cut down on 
the increasing complaints throughout our town, of automobile violations 
and could be a most important factor in safety traffic control. Because 
of this, I am recommending the appointment of two additional regular 
patrolmen to cover said assignment. 

There has been favorable comment in the manner in which traffic has 
been controlled in our center during the R.R. overpass construction, but 
the Town of Winchester must understand that these officers were assigned 
through the Maney Construction Company and the State Department of 
Public Works. Our sincere thanks for their wholehearted understanding 
and co-operation. 

I wish at this time to extend my congratulations to both our School 
Traffic Officers and our Auxiliary Police Unit for jobs well done. 


Parking Meters 


While installed with misgivings cn the part of many of our towns- 
people, the meter has in my opinion, proven itself. Many commendations 
have been received from both the merchants and the motor vehicle op- 
erator. 

As of January 1st, 1957, a total of $22,611.31 has been collected from 
our meters. Of this sum, $11,305.65 became the Town’s share.

I sincerely wish to acknowledge the co-operation and support of the 
members of this department. I also wish to express my sincere thanks to 
our Board of Selectmen, Finance Committee, the officers and members of 
other departments and to the citizens of our Town of Winchester for their 
courtesy and co-operation throughout the past year.

Considerable information was furnished to the State and C. J. Maney 
Company, the contractor engaged for the construction of the grade cross- 
ing elimination project again this year. 

Engineering information was furnished to the general public, lawyers, 
engineers, public service companies and others.

REPORT OF WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION 


Board of Selectmen 
Town Hall 
Winchester, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 
I submit herewith my annual report of the Workmen’s Compensation 
Department for the year 1956. 

There are seven permanently disabled cases. These cases received 
compensation payments in the amount of $8,109.40 in 1956 which amount 
is the same as paid in 1955. Medical services for these cases amounted to 
$117.50 in 1956. Rehabilitation for these disabled workmen is not prac- 
tical due to age or the nature of their disability. 

Nine workmen received injuries which incapacitated them for a total 
of 301 days. They received compensation in the amount of $2,131.38. Medi- 
cal services for these men amounted to $1,017.73. We have three cases in 
this category that are pending at this time and which will increase the cost 
considerably if they are approved. 

Forty-three workmen received injuries that did not incapacitate them 
to a degree that warranted the payment of compensation. However they 
did require medical services at a cost of $183.10. 

~ Chapter 735 of the Acts of 1956 is an important change in the Work- 
men’s Compensation Law and one that will have some bearing on the 1957 
appropriation. This act provides that on and after January 3, 1957 an in- 
jured workman will receive two-thirds of his average earnings not to ex- 
ceed $35.00 per week for the first thirteen weeks after which he must be 
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given two-thirds of his average weekly earnings not to exceed $40.00 per 
week. 

The agent wishes to express his appreciation for the fine co-operation 
he received from all other departments within the town government dur- 
ing the past year. 

The figures shown below point up in some detail the expenditures for 
1956.

REPORT OF DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES

Gentlemen: 


I report as follows on Veterans’ Services for 1956. 

Under benefits: 

January opened with 17 cases and 60 dependents and closed in Decem- 
ber with 12 cases and 22 dependents. On all authorized cases, the State 
of Massachusetts pays 50% of the disbursement cost. See Town Auditor’s 
report for financial summary. 

Under services: 

A great many cases pertaining to education, insurance, hospitalization, 
pensions, bonus, disability, etc. as provided by law were processed through 
this office. In some instances this work is more important than Veterans’ 
Benefits cases and require a great deal of additional outside work. 

It was brought to the attention of this office that two changes should 
be made to the Honor Roll. A veteran of World War I has been inad- 
vertently omitted, while another veterans’ name has been mis-spelled. 
These changes should be affected as early as possible. 

In closing I wish to thank my predecessor, Charles D. Roche, who was 
obliged by law to retire, for his kind cooperation in acquainting me with 
the current cases and the procedure which must be followed in accordance 
with the General Laws of the Commonwealth. I wish also to thank the 
Board of Selectmen, the Secretarial Staff and the Red Cross for their 
splendid cooperation and assistance.

Gentlemen: 

The duties of the Town Counsel seem to require more time each year. 
The continuing growth of the Town, land takings for school and play- 
grounds, continual legislative changes, and changing technical require- 
ments all take time. 

Constant calls are received for advice and counsel. Many formal legal 

opinions, as well as informal opinions, are given to the various Officers, 
boards and committees. There are many easements, contracts, deeds, bonds 
and releases that must be examined or prepared. Titles are examined to 
property acquired, formal orders drawn and help given in connection with 
land taking settlements. Sidewalk orders, street layouts, sewer construc- 
tion orders, takings and orders for betterment assessments are all examined 
and recorded at the Registry of Deeds. Considerable work is done in con- 
nection with Town Meetings, both regular and special, such as preparation 
of articles and votes involving numerous conferences with committees, 
boards and officers. Claims by or against the Town are investigated and 
appropriate action taken. A number of cases has been tried. 
_,, Legal suits that are now pending in the courts in which the Town is 
involved include those of John J. Barry, Boston & Maine Railroad, John F.

I respectfully submit the annual report of the Highway Department 
as follows: 


NEW CONSTRUCTION 


Streets: 


Nine streets were accepted as public ways at the Annual Town Meet- 
ing. The following eight streets were constructed with a bituminous 
macadam surface: 


Blossom Hill Road—from New Meadows Road to Westland Avenue 
Chardon Road—from York Road to Wickham Road 

Wellington Road—from Chardon Road to Sussex Road 

Sussex Road—from York Road to Wellington Road 

‘Cranston Road—from Franklin Road to Perkins Road 

Sawmill Brook Road—from Sunset Road to Royalston Avenue 
Royalston Avenue from Sawmill Brook Road to Hinds Road 

Hinds Road—from Sunset Road to Royalston Avenue 
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Grant Road construction was started but not completed. Surfacing 
will be done early in 1957. 


Under the Chapter 90 program, a contract for surfacing will be let to 
bid early in 1957 and the street should be open to traffic from Wildwood 
Street to Ridge Street.

Grade Crossing Elimination Project: 

The year 1956 marked the substantial completion of the project to the 
extent that all trains are running overhead; Bacon Street is open to traffic 
as well as Common Street. The by-pass will be opened to traffic in the 
spring of 1957, lacking only pavement for completion. Swanton Street un- 
derpass is not completed but the detour is functioning. C. J. Maney Com- 
pany, Inc., continued to perform the work in a superior manner with the 
least inconvenience to the public. 


Garbage Collection: 

Garbage collection continues to fall behind the growth of the town, 
and it is believed that a change of system or additional men and equipment 
will be required within a year. 

A contract for town collected and delivered garbage was awarded to 
the highest bidder, George Sousa of Woburn in the amount of $5,526.30 
for the period August 1, 1956, to July 31, 1957. 

Snow and Ice: 

The winter of 1956 was one of the heaviest in the total amount of snow 
in many years with the worst storms occurring in late March and early 
April. 

A new sand spreader was purchased, replacing a 1950 model.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN

Gentlemen: 

The Dutch elm disease again hit Winchester trees to a very consid- 
erable extent. The number of infected trees increased from 111 in 1955 to 
141 in 1956. Of the 141 cases, 103 were found to be on private land, 8 on 
park land, 3 on school property, 2 at the cemetery and 25 along public 
streets. Approximately one-third of all infected trees have been removed 
and burned. The remainder will be similarly disposed of before March 
1957. All public elm trees were sprayed with DDT in May and again in 
July. 

During 1956, 123 public shade trees, consisting of 96 sugar maples, 14 
Norway maples, 8 lindens, 1 pin oak and 4 sweet gum trees were planted. 

A contract for spraying of private trees was awarded to Feeney Broth- 
ers of Winchester. Charges to property owners in the amount of $1,530.10 
were committed to the Town Collector.

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Report of the Fiscal Survey Committee 


In submitting this report, the committee wishes to express its apprecia- 
tion for the wonderful cooperation it has received from all town Officials, 
boards, and workers, without exception. There has been a universal ac- 
ceptance of the importance and need for the work being undertaken which 
has resulted in a spirit of helpfulness and cooperation. This has been a 
great encouragement to the committee and has helped immeasurably to 
ease our task. 


As the committee expected, James Costello, Town Accountant, has 
proven to be an invaluable aid to the committee in its work. His thorough- 
ness and efficiency in making investigations and carrying out other assign- 
ments for the committee has been recognized and is greatly appreciated. 

One of the committee members, Mr. Arthur W. Pratt, resigned to be- 
come Chairman of the Finance Committee. He was replaced by Mr. 
Oscar E. Merrow. soit acd 


The Fiscal Survey Committee was established by vote of the March, 
1955, Town Meeting. It was instructed to “investigate, consider and make 
recommendations, relative to the fiscal policies and practices of the Town.” 

During the year 1955 the committee made a thorough study of the 
Town’s financial processes, as directed, and reported to the March, 1956 
Town Meeting. The report was to the effect that an overhaul of much of 
the Town’s accounting system was desirable, that this constituted a very 
substantial undertaking, that the committee would accept the task, but 
that assistance was necessary to do the job. A broad ouline of the Town’s 
needs was given. 

The April 9 session of the 1956 Town Meeting accepted the committee’s 
report and passed a vote to effectuate the committee’s recommendations. 
These were to release the Town Accountant from the committee, to employ 
temporary assistance for the Accountant’s office to permit him to devote 
a major portion of his time to the work of the committee, and to establish 
authority in the committee to enable it to make changes in procedures 
when these could be developed and cleared through the appropriate au- 
thorities. Funds were authorized to meet the committee’s expenses. 


During 1956 the committee has met on the average of twice a month. 
These sessions have included meetings with several departments and Town 
Boards, including the Selectmen, Finance Committee, Superintendent of 
Schools. There have been numerous trips to other towns to observe ma= 
chines and systems. The Town Accountant, on behalf of this committée, 
has made innumerable trips and visits to obtain information and data. A 
consultant was secured, at no cost to the Town, to check over certain pro- 
posed procedures and to give his recommendations. 


The work accomplished to date has been in two major fields: 

A. Revision of Budgetary Procedure. 

B. Study of accounting systems, with particular reference to the adap- 
tability of machines. 
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Of these two, the Revision of Budgetary Procedure has been the 
greater activity. 

Its purpose was to provide for earlier presentation of budgets, a new 
form of tabulation, a uniform or standard classification of accounts, a sys- 
tem for coding accounts, and to improve where possible the method of 
presentation, both to the supervisory boards and to the Town itself. When 
the work was concluded, and the results presented and approved by the 
Selectmen, Finance Committee and others interested, the full plan was dis- 
closed and explained to a meeting attended by representatives from every 
Town department. 

This study actually resulted in the preparation and publication of an 
“Accounting and Budget Manual.” This is a booklet of forty-six pages 
which explains in detail how budgets are to be prepared and presented 
and when. A copy of this Manual is submitted with this report. The fol- 
lowing quotation from the Foreword of the Manual points up its features: 


“FOREWORD 


“Change in budget preparation procedure, as explained in detail 
through the pages of this manual, is an essential first step in revision of 
the fiscal policies and practices of the Town, which was directed by vote 
of the Town Meeting on March 24, 1955. 


“Winchester has had in the past no manual, no general and detailed 
guide to the departments to aid them in determining what form of budget 
document is expected of them, or what terminology or description of items 
or accounts is called for. As a result there has been no uniformity, but in- 
stead wide diversity, of preparation and presentation. Recently, there has 
been a strong and growing movement throughout this country and Canada 
to standardize procedure and to adequately aid and guide departmental 
Officers through well prepared and comprehensive budget instructions. To 
serve the departmental officials of Winchester in similar manner this Ac- 
counting and Budget Manual has been prepared. 


“Rach procedure in this handbook has been painstakingly scrutinized 
and carefully weighed, both by comparison with approved practice else- 
where and as to its impact on the government of the Town itself. The re- 
sult is a document considerably abridged as contrasted to the lengthy pub- 
lications of some communities, but nevertheless one that offers substantial 
guidance to the office personnel of the Town without becoming ponderous. 
At the same time it points the way to adequate information for the analy- 
sis and prudent action of the reviewing boards or committees. 


“The number of forms may seem considerable to some departments, es- 
pecially those who have been preparing in the past quite simple reports 
with limited supporting information, but even they will find the new forms 
not too difficult to work with if they will follow the instructions carefully 
and in sequence. Taken collectively the uniformity and completeness of 
the reports so prepared will, it is believed, save a great deal of time in 
analysis and reduce the labor of copying and duplication. 
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“The establishment of code numbers is in anticipation of later instal- 
lation of machine accounting, which will simplify and speed fiscal opera- 
tions, facilitate comparison of budget data by making quickly available in- 
formation not now readily assembled, centralize numerous accounting op- 
erations, eliminate much duplication of clerical work, and relieve many de- 
partments of duties of an accounting nature that they now perform, but 
are not necessarily well organized to do. 

“This manual is assembled in a loose-leaf system, it being anticipated 
that page substitutions will be made from time to time as the need for 
corrections and improvements comes to the attention of the Fiscal Survey 
Committee. Additional sections will be added as other phases of the fiscal 
revision program are ready for installation.” 

There follows instructions for preparing budgets, a calendar or sched- 
ule of dates on which budgets are to be filed, then detailed instructions 
and examples of a budget, item by item. 

The Uniform Classification System is described fully. This is a re- 
vised listing and description of accounts. It permits, for the first time in 
Winchester, a classification of expenses by which similar items in any and 
all departments are uniformly identified. Thereby, the total cost to the 
Town of any one item, service, or type of expenditure can be readily de- 
termined. It also makes it possible to easily transfer all accounting to 
machine bookkeeping methods when desired. There is also a list of defini- 
tions and explanations to help departmental personnel find the correct 
code number for an expenditure. 


In the latter part of the Manual there is introduced the basic plan of 
Program Budgeting. This is explained in the Foreword of the section as 
follows: 


“FOREWORD 


“A budget is an expression in financial terms of a specific plan, or 
program, for a definite future period. Every single operation of govern- 
ment proceeds according to a plan, or program, whether or not that pro- 
gram is spelled out in a systematic, or detailed, manner. In the prepara- 
tion of all budget requests there has always and necessarily been some plan 
of activities, outline or projects to be done, or schedule of work to be ac- 
complished, though this plan may have been sketchy, informal, or even 
never reduced to writing. 

“Program budgeting, as developed in this section of the manual, simply 
systematizes these plans, formal or informal, as previously made. It en- 
visions setting these programs down on paper in such manner that the 
ideas, and needs, may be communicated to, and understood by, all review- 
ing boards, the town meeting members, and the citizens of the town gen- 
erally. 

“Program budgeting in a systematic form is a new development in 
municipal government that is spreading steadily. Recommended by the 
Hoover Commission for the federal government, it has been urged by ex- 
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perts as a sound approach for lesser government units. They state that 
the plan ‘is rapidly earning a performance niche for itself in the adminis- 
tration of government at all levels in the United States. This recognition 
stems from its superiority first, as an improved instrument for manage- 


ment....; second, as a more meaningful and effective device in the hands 
of the legisaltive body for evaluating and controlling financial opera- 
tions...; and third, as a plan more comprehensible to the individual cit- 


izen, citizen research agencies and related groups, and the public gen- 
erally.’ 

“Contemplated use of Program Budgeting in Winchester for the year 
1957 is of an introductory character. No actual accounting after expendi- 
tures is planned on this basis for the immediate future. It being recognized 
that definite program budgeting is most meaningful in evaluating the 
work of those departments with (1) varied activities, (2) more complex 
operations, and (3) greatest expenditures, it is planned to offer now to the 
town the Program Budgets of a selected group of such departments. The 
information developed by this presentation will enable town meeting mem- 
bers and citizens generally to see how program budgeting will help them 
to readily understand what the tax dollar is spent for and appreciate 
what services are provided by their tax money for their protection and 
beneficial use.” 

The following suggestions, under General Instructions, are also descrip- 
tive of this helpful new method of providing budget information: 


“First—Department heads should answer the question, ‘What does my 
department do?’ Establish a title for each activity, function, or program. 

“Second—Distribute all expense — personal services, other expenses, 
capital outlay — among these programs. 

“Third—When expense is so allocated the grand total of all of the 
programs will exactly equal the totals requested under the budgets pre- 
pared on a character and object basis.” 


A perusal of the Budget Manual will disclose fully and clearly to any- 
one the steps to be followed. 


Of course, these changes in the method of presenting budgets make 
necessary changes in the statistical presentation of budget information as 
found in the Warrants for Town Meetings in previous years. The warrant 
for the Town Meeting of March 1957 will not contain all the detailed sta- 
tistical information that has been given heretofore. Totals will be given 
for major accounts which can be compared to those of previous years. Al- 
though statistical tabulations will be in abbreviated form, this will be ade- 
quately supplemented by a narrative form of explanation, and, in certain 
budgets for 1957, the further breakdown of expenditures by Programs. 
Next year it is the intention to extend Program Budgeting to all depart- 
ments, where practical. 

In the second major field of the committee’s activity for this year, the 
study of accounting systems, the work is not complete as of this writing. 
It is clear that many improvements can be made in several departments 
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and some can be made in all departments. The installation of machines 
is the key or essential element to these improvements. They provide the 
nucleus around which new methods can be built to simplify work, central- 
ize certain operations, eliminate duplication of work, smooth the transfer 
of work from one department to the next, speed up the flow of informa- 
tion, provide reports and data that is desirable and helpful but not now 
readily available, eliminate certain tedious operations, and to bring about 
other improvements. 

For several months the committee has been analyzing the various ma- 
chines now on the market. Three of the major companies making such 
equipment have been invited to send qualified representatives into the town 
offices to inspect our present methods and to submit their recommendations 
regarding changes that can be made to bring our procedures up to date. 
Very helpful reports have been received, and their contents not only 
analyzed by the committee, but other municipalities using all three systems 
have been visited, and the recommendations and statements regarding re- 
sults, speeds of operations, savings and costs have been checked for ac- 
curacy. 

There are many possible ways of doing similar operations — all good— 
but the determination of the best of these for our needs in Winchester is 
not simple. Besides, we already have two machines which could be used, 
and their use must also be evaluated. We find that few towns or cities 
use all the same machine, but rather different types and makes of ma- 
chines are used for different work. For example, one machine is used for 
billing, another for accounting, and possibly a third for pay roll work, all 
three of different makes. This is because of the adaptability or suitability 
of one machine or another for some particular job. The use of the ma- 
chines for certain types of work, such as billing, also varies from town to 
town. At the present moment, the committee is in the midst of studying 
these varying factors and evaluating the different machines. Definite rec- 
ommendaions for the purchase of equipment and accessories, forms, etc., 
essential to their use will be presented to the March 1957, Town Meeting. 


The committee will ask the Town Meeting to continue it for at least 
another year and to make such appropriations as may be necessary for its 
satisfactory functioning. 


For the future, if our recommendations are accepted by the Town, we 
propose: 

1. To purchase and install the necessary equipment to permit a start in 
the direction of fully mechanized accounting operations. This may be 
just a single machine initially, to be followed by others as rapidly as 
the work can be swung over onto the machines. This will take time, 
as new forms must be designed and obtained, operators must be trained 
(these will be from our existing personnel, of course), and those pro- 
cedures to be followed must be fully integrated into the related work 
of all departments concerned with each such operation. It should be 
emphasized that the machine itself does not accomplish the needed 
improvements; the machine is merely the backbone of the more mod- 
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ern system; it is the revised system which brings about the simplifica- 
tion, added control, and work savings that are desired. 


2. We propose that through the intimate contact that will be provided 
with the internal and detailed work of each department by the process 
of developing the new procedures and the installation of the machines, 
the committee will scrutinize the fiscal operations of every depart- 
ment, and take steps to revise and modernize individual tasks and op- 
erations. Some of these, as was stated in the previous report of this 
committee, are very tedious, laborious, and just plain obsolete. Out of 
this undertaking, which is no small task, will develop a plan of cen- 
tralizing many accounting operations, eliminating the duplication of 
work which is now being done, and easing the work load of those per- 
forming them. This will provide a smooth interchange of acceptable 
records between the major accounting functions of the Town which 
exist in the offices of the Assessor, the Collector, the Treasurer and 
the Town Accountant. The other major function, pay roll, extends 
through every department. 


Until a final coordinating function, namely centralized accounting con- 
trol, is defined and established, the committee feels it cannot consider 
its work complete, for the Town would be left without the means of 
keeping its procedures up to date or maintaining the standards that 
the committee will set. Any modern system must have built into it the 
ability to change itself if it is to survive. Progress is a continuing 
process, and change is its order.

Second Interim Report of the Incinerator 


and Waste Committee 


Since its first report, dated December 19, 1955 and published in the 
Town Reports for that year, the Committee has continued its efforts to 
find a solution to the Town’s rubbish disposal problem. It has held twenty- 
four meetings this year of which four were field trips. This makes a total 
of thirty-five meetings to date. 

The Committee has no occasion to alter any opinions expressed in its 
previous report. It pointed out then that the present dump would reach 
its capacity by the end of 1956 unless the present level was raised. It be- 
came necessary to establish a new level this fall, and it is estimated that 
the dump may now last until June of 1957. It could go longer by starting 
another new level next summer, but it is already higher than appears de- 
sirable for future use of the land, although some settlement will occur. 
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Recognizing that regardless of the method of disposal, additional 
dumping area will probably be required, the location of such an area or 
areas and of any incineration plant has been considered within an overall 
town-planning framework and with the advice of a planning consultant, 
whose services were secured. The Committee has devoted much of its time 
in investigating possible new locations for the Town Dump. Many areas 
which have been under consideration are not suitable for all types of dis- 
posal operation. Therefore, final recommendations in this regard are de- 
ferred until a decision is reached with respect to disposal method. 


The Committee is now prepared to recommend that the sanitary fill 
method as practiced at the present site be abandoned insofar as covering 
combustible material is concerned. As so practiced, the covering of huge 
quantities of combustibles, including cartons and refuse loads from stores, 
coupled with the covering fill itself, consumes space at an alarming rate 
and probably halves, at least, the life of an area. It has been estimated 
that controlled open burning of such material would have doubled the 
life of the dump now being used. In addition, the present method is not 
inexpensive otherwise, as the fill will now cost the Town approximately 
five hundred dollars per month. 


Another and equally serious objection is the hazard of the entire dump 
catching on fire as has occurred several times each year. The Fire De- 
partment responded to fifteen fires at the dump in 1955, most of which 
were underground. In January 1956 one such fire lasted five days, used 
two and one-half million gallons of water, and tied up equipment which 
might have been needed elsewhere. The disturbance of the water supply 
in the neighborhood caused great inconvenience to many families, and the 
smoke, fumes, and odors, the latter lasting even after the fire had been 
extinguished, were, at least, unpleasant. All these factors make the use 
of the present method in any new area highly offensive and arouses wide- 
spread opposition by residents near potential locations. 

The practical alternatives of abandoning this sanitary fill method are 
either burning the combustibles in some controlled fashion in the open or 
in an incineration plant; or one other possible solution to be mentioned 
later herein — all of which are not without their problems. 

Open burning has been practiced in the immediate vicinity of the 
present dump in the past, and the Committee is informed that there have 
been no new homes built in this area since burning was last practiced. It 
does not follow that resumption would not cause some objection; but the 
situation seems to justify controlled open burning, as a temporary measure, 
at least, to buy time on the present dump, by raising it another level if 
necessary, until some type of disposal plant is in operation. If such a 
measure were adopted by the Town, the Committee would recommend the 
use of water from the Aberjona River, rather than from the Town mains, 
as a means of extinguishing the controlled fires required to consume the 
combustible refuse. This would eliminate the annoying condition of rusty 
tap water in the neighborhood homes. 


Such an operation might extend the use of the present dump until

December 1958, by which time a disposal plant could be in operation in 
conjunction with a dump in a new location, and would provide a solution 
to the disposal problem for a substantial period of time. 


This solution is perhaps the most satisfactory one from many points 
of view, but it would undoubtedly involve substantial cost. It would in- 
clude the cost of acquiring land on which the plant would be built—which 
might not be greater than the expense of building on the present dump 
site (presently owned by the Town) when the costs of pile driving are con- 
sidered. There is the cost of construction and equipment; cost of labor in 
operation and maintenance; and the cost of establishing municipal rub- 
bish collection. 


The Committee is presently investigating a disposal process now in 
operation in McKeesport, Pennsylvania, undertaken by the Organic Cor- 
poration of America (ORCOA) whereby garbage and rubbish is converted 
inoffensively to a non-chemical fertilizer and sold by ORCOA. McKees- 
port has agreed to deliver all of its refuse to the ORCOA plant, and, as a 
result, (the Committee has been informed) McKeesport has closed its 
dump. 

Pending receipt of more definite information and a tentative pro- 
posal from ORCOA, which the Commitee is seeking for Winchester’s con- 
sideration, the Committee’s final recommendations relative to the disposal 
problem are regretfully deferred.

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Report of the Youth Activities Committee 


The Youth Activities Committee was appointed as the result of a vote 
passed at an adjourned session of the Annual Representative Town Meet- 
ing of the Town of Winchester, Mass. of March 19, 1956 held on April 9, 
1956. It was voted “That the town appoint a committee of three citizens 
to investigate and report on possible quarters for activities, both work and 
play, for boys and girls no longer in school; said committee to bring in 
recommendations and estimates of cost for such a project.” 


Following its appointment on June 1, 1956, the Committee met for the 
first time early in June, with Moderator Harrison Chadwick and Chief of 
Police Charles Harrold also present. Mr. Chadwick’s suggestions regarding 
the procedure to be followed by the Committee were most helpful; and 
Chief Harrold’s comments on the problem of youth activities were espe- 
cially valuable in view of his long experience in Winchester. 


Although the motion directed the Committee “to investigate and re- 
port on possible quarters for activities,” the Committee felt it necessary to 
secure a comprehensive view of the problem. It wished to determine, in 
as far as possible, the need for an activities program for out-of-school 
youth, and to consider the directions which such a program might take. 


The Committee, therefore, has conducted a survey of the youth activi- 
ties which are currently being offered in Winchester by the Town, the 
churches, and civic organizations. It has also studied the youth activities 
programs of representative communities in the greater Boston area. 

In an effort to secure the views of the public at large on this subject, 
the Committee held a public hearing at the Town Hall on December 4, 
1956. All interested persons were invited to be present and to offer their 
suggestions. One person attended the hearing other than the Committee 
members, and his suggesions were of considerable merit. 

As the result of its investigation and consideration, the Committee 
offers the following tentative conclusions, recognizing that its information 
is still incomplete: 


1. The Town of Winchester, through its park department, school de- 
partment, and public library, is at present making considerable provision 
for the recreational activities of its children and young people of high 
school age. At the same time, it appears that young people no longer in 
school are comparatively neglected by the Town, especially during the 
winter months. Winchester’s churches are aware of the needs of this 
group, and they are actively seeking to provide interesting and wholesome 
activities for these young people. 


2. After its survey of the activities programs for older youths which 
are being conducted by other communities in the greater Boston area, the 
Committee feels that Winchester’s program is about average. At least 
two towns, Brookline and Wellesley, have developed extensive youth activ- 
ities programs that might well be emulated. 
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3. A consensus of the opinions offered by youth leaders as to the 
necessity of an activities program for young people of post high school age 
suggests that the need is less than for other age groups. The fact that 
many in this group are away from home — at school, college, or in the 
army — considerably reduces the number of those actually in Winchester. 
Several youth leaders expressed the opinion that many of those at work 
preferred to find their own recreation. At the same time, it was agreed 
that an interesting and sufficiently varied program of educational and rec- 
reational activities would prove attractive to some of these young people 
as well as to a larger group of older citizens. 


4. The Committee believes that the Town could make greater use of 
existing facilities, especially those in the junior and senior high schools. 
The two gymnasiums and auditoriums might be utilzed more fully than at 
present. Roller skating, senior basketball leagues, volleyball, conditioning 
classes for men and women, square dancing, and dramatics are possibili- 
ties. The projected Adult Education Program might be correlated with an 
expanded recreational program during the winter months. 


5. If and when additional construction is planned for the schools, 
the public library, or other town department, the possibility of providing 
recreational facilities should be carefully considered. In the opinion of the 
Committee, provision for a suitable shooting range — to be used by police, 
auxiliary police, and youth groups — should have high priority. The con- 
struction of an indoor swimming pool as part of new school construction 
for the high school would add greatly to the recreational facilities offered 
by Winchester. An indoor pool would be available for use by all age 
groups, throughout the calendar year; and at least part of the cost of 
maintaining this facility could be returned in fees charged the users. 


6. The Committee believes that the construction of an artificial ice 
rink, either in Winchester or nearby (it is understood that the Metropol- 
itan District Commission is planning such a rink in a neighboring com- 
munity), would contribute greatly to the enrichment of recreational facil- 
ities for young people in the out-of-school age group. 


7. The Committee believes that there should be a continuing study 
of the recreational needs of our community. The need for close coopera- 
tion of the several town boards concerned with this problem is suggested. 
The Committee recommends, therefore, that the Youth Activities Commit- 
tee be continued in 1957 but with an enlarged membership that shall in- 
clude a representative from each of the following boards — parks, public 
library, schools, and selectmen.

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Report of the Library Addition 
Building Committee 


At the adjourned session of the March 19, 1956 Annual Representative 
Town Meeting under Article No. 32 of the warrant, it was voted, “that a 
committee of five be appointed and be authorized to make a study of the 
needs for an addition to the Winchester Public Library and if deemed 
necessary or desirable then to procure engineering plans, architectural 
drawings, make the necessary plans for such an addition and to prepare 
an estimate of the cost.” The sum of $4,500.00 was appropriated from the 
Excess and Deficiency Account for the afore-said purposes and for ex- 
penses. The following committee was appointed: 


By the Library Trustees: John C. Willis. 


By the Moderator: Bernard B. Eckberg, Vincent F. Erhard, Donald J. 
Fritch, Madge H. Spencer. 


At the organization meeting of the Committee, held on June 4, 1956, 
Vincent F. Erhard was elected Chairman and Mrs. Henry K. Spencer, 
Secretary. The following objectives were accomplished: 


1. A guided tour of the Library and the grounds. 


2. <A study of the Survey by Humphry and McNiff, library consultants, 
who were engaged by the Town to survey the needs of the Library. 


3. A study of the Chief Librarian’s report to the Trustees on the in- 
adequate facilities of the Library. 


A study of the plans of the existing building.

5. Visits to new Library buildings in other communities. 

6. Engaging the best qualified architect for our particular needs. 
7 


A study of the plans and estimates. 


8. Conferences with the Library Trustees, Finance Committee and 
Planning Board. 


There is a Need for an Addition 


The Committee is convinced there is a definite need for an addition. 
The most critical and urgent needs are a much larger space for the Chil- 
dren’s Library, increased area for young adults, additional shelving for all 
departments and larger workroom and office area. Information covering 
the growth of library service since the existing building was completed in 
1931 may be found in the Reports of the Librarian and the Trustees. The 
children’s area has a seating capacity of 28 with a critical need for at least 
40 seats. Inadequate shelving, limited floor space and crowded conditions 
present increasingly difficult problems of operation. The closet now used 
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as a workroom and office is an inefficient make-shift. Lavatories and a 
coatroom for the children are badly needed. The Young People’s Room 
seats 16 at present with a need for 45 to 50 seats. This room is designed 
for the needs of the 14 to 20 year old group who should have special 
quarters for their leisure reading and High School reference work. Ninety- 
nine percent of the high school students are registered borrowers. 


Increased Workroom Areas and Office Space are critically needed for 
Library Staff operations. Since the present Auditorium space is required 
for a reading area, there is need for a new Auditorium seating 150 to 175 
persons. Over 35 organizations use the present auditorium for civic, edu- 
cational and cultural purposes. 


Selection of Architects 


The firm of Richmond and Goldberg of Boston was selected from sey- 
eral architects interviewed by the Committee. Mr. Richmond impressed 
the Committee with his vision, enthusiasm and concern for the necessity 
of planning an addition which would harmonize with the present struc- 
ture. Their plan comprises a new West Wing housing the Children’s 
Library, a new Auditorium Wing and extensive alterations to the existing 
building. 


Mr. Richmond and Mr. Goldberg are alumni of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology and Mr. Richmond is a Fellow of the American In- 
stitute of Architects, an honor that is accorded to only 3% of all American 
architects. Among their many buildings are the recently built Egleston 
Square Branch of the Boston Public Library and the Winchester Square 
Branch of the Springfield Public Library. The firm was awarded a gold 
medal from the City of Boston for excellence in design and construction 
of the southern Brookline Community Center. Richmond and Goldberg 
have prepared plans and estimates of costs. They estimate that costs will 
be $396,000.00 including architects’ fees. 


The Building Committee’s Recommendation 


The Building Committee and Trustees now feel that the Town would 
be better served if a firm bid were obtained from a contractor on the cost 
of the proposed Library additions and renovation to the existing building. 


Accordingly, at the March Town Meeting we intend to request the sum 
of $19,000, which represents the architects’ fees necessary to complete work- 
ing drawings and specifications. From these drawings and specifications, 
bids will be solicited. The low bid will be presented at a special Town 
Meeting which we expect to call in early June 1957. At that meeting, the 
Town will vote on whether or not construction should be authorized. 


The estimated cost of renovation and the new building additions is 
$360,000; furnishings are estimated to cost $10,000; and architects’ fees 
would be $26,000, or a grand total of $396,000 for the complete work. It is 
believed construction could begin by summer of 1957. 
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The Public Library provides the means of self-education for all people 
in the community. It furnishes good reading for pleasure and stimulates 
study and research. It has come to be recognized as an essential part of 
our social and educational equipment.

Report of Town Forest Committee 


Board of Selectmen, 
Winchester, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The last Report of the Town Forest Committee, which appeared in the 
Annual Report for the Year 1954, referred to the fact that there were 
forestry problems in the “Clara G. Brooks Woods” with which the Com- 
mittee hoped to deal in the succeeding year. As it turned out, while Town 
crews did a limited amount of work in the forest in 1955, it remained for 
the year 1956 to see the first steps taken by actually carrying out tree 
surgery on a number of the fine old oaks and other species in the forest. 
The $1,500.00 appropriation granted by the Town at the last Annual Meet- 
ing for this purpose permitted a qualified contractor to supplement mis- 
cellaneous work by the Town itself by doing much needed forestry in the 
Southern portion of the tract. It is the intention of the Committee to re- 
quest a similar appropriation for the year 1957 and several succeeding 
years, in order to cover the entire twenty-five acres of the forest with 
such requisite type of forestry. In addition to the operations of the sort 
mentioned, the Committee hopes to do a good deal of brush clearing on a 
current basis, both through the help of the Town Tree Department and 
through voluntary efforts. 

Our last report pointed up some of the difficulties, still existing, con- 
fronting the Committee in the matter of the willful destruction of growing 
trees. In the case of a number of pines, the object seems largely to be 
decorative greens, but in that of a number of beautiful young oak trees, 
these are hacked down and left lying about for no discernible reason. We 
have continued to enlist the assistance of the Police Department, and we 
are hoping that with their help and likewise with the growth of public 
opinion relative to the protection of the forest, we shall find conditions in 
this respect improved as time goes on. 

The Committee suggests to those in charge of Boy and Girl Scouts, 
groups from both of which have taken nature trips through the forest, the 
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appropriateness and desirability of their having in mind and pointing out 
to their groups the need for forest conservation, and the fact that in Win- 
chester we are fortunate to have a piece of public land such as this so 
readily accessible where trees, flowers and various kinds of wild life may 
be seen under the most pleasant circumstances. The cooperation of the 
scouts might go far toward helping correct the unfortunate damage now 
being inflicted from time to time upon growing trees, and the Committee 
will welcome their interest and support. 


The Committee, for the present, does net recommend further refores- 
tation because of the prevalent destructive tendencies to which we have 
referred. We invite the help of all citizens who believe that the Town 
Forest is an area of all-season beauty which should exist for the recrea- 
tion and enjoyment of everyone, unspoiled by the practice of saw, axe and 
knife work and resulting tree destruction at the hands of an irresponsible 
few.

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Report of the School Committee 


During the past year the School Committee has been faced with the 
two problems that are presently confronting the Cities and Towns of the 
Commonwealth, namely, the competition to secure and maintain an ade- 
quate teaching staff and the need for additional class rooms, because of 
the continued growth of the student population. 

It has been the aim of the Town of Winchester through its School 
Committee, to operate a school system in which the residents of the Town 
may take pride in the assurance that Winchester Schools have a high 
standing in the field of education. This aim has been accomplished by 
the employment of capable teachers, but because of the shortage of teach- 
ers, it has become more difficult to secure the type of teacher we require 
without increasing salaries. The Town recognized this problem last year 
when it voted an increase to all teachers in our system. Comparing our 
position with that of comparable communities for the past year, we find 
that this increase placed the Town in a favorable position for our minimum 
salary but not for our maximum. Moreover, the salary situation has not 
become static but is now as highly competitive among the cities and towns 
as it was a year ago. At present the maximum salary which a teacher may 
attain in Winchester after twelve years of service is not conducive to the 
retention of capable teachers. After study we are satisfied that while the 
present minimum salary meets the current requirements, the maximum 
salary should be adjusted. 

Winchester, like other towns, has been confronted with a sharp in- 
crease in student enrollment. This has been reflected in the past year in 
the number of students attending high school and will occur in the Park- 
hurst School district shortly because of the land development which is tak- 
ing place. 

When the High School opened for the school year in September 1956, 
the enrollment was such that it was then operating over capacity. Every 
available classroom is now being used and with a further increase in en- 
rollment certain for the 1957-1958 school year, additional classrooms will 
be required. It is also anticipated that subsequent to the next school year, 
there will be further increases in the number of students. The School 
Committee would be remiss in its duty if it did not point out to the resi- 
dents of the Town that provision must be made for these students at the 
earliest possible date. 

It has been apparent for some years that with the area of land avail- 
able for development in the Parkhurst School district, a new elementary 
school would some day be needed in that area. It may be recalled that at 
the 1956 Town Meeting the plot of land on Johnson Road was transferred 
from the jurisdiction of the Board of Park Commissioners to that of the 
School Committee in contemplation of the need for a school in that area. 
Present development plans indicate that steps should be taken now to pro- 
vide a new school as the Parkhurst School would be overcrowded. 

A committee was appointed at the 1956 Town Meeting to study and 
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make recommendations for additional space required for administrative 
offices for the School Department and other Town Departments. The 
School Department has occupied the same office for a number of years, 
although the administrative work has increased greatly with the growth of 
the school system. It is extremely difficult to carry on the required ad- 
ministrative duties not only because of the lack of space but also because 
of the condition.of the building. The School Committee feels that en- 
larged facilities are a necessity. 

During the past year, pursuant to a vote at the Town Meeting, the 
Board of Park Commissioners has taken over the maintenance of the 
school grounds and Manchester Field. Under an agreement between the 
Board of Park Commissioners and the School Committee, the plan of 
maintenance is now in operation. It should be noted that the Board of 
Park Commissioners has done considerable work on Manchester Field, 
particularly, and the field is now in fine condition. 

In 1956 the League of Women Voters conducted a survey in the Town 
to ascertain the interest of the residents of the Town in a program of 
Adult Education to be sponsored by the School Committee. Thereafter a 
Committee of the League of Women Voters conferred with the School 
Committee concerning the advisability of instituting such a program. As 
a result of this conference an Adult Education Committee was appointed 
by the School Committee comprised of the following numbers:

This committee has worked diligently on the project and now plans a 
ten weeks program of various Adult Education courses to commence early 
in 1957. The School Committee appreciates the efforts of the League of 
Women Voters and the Adult Education Committee and is grateful for 
their cooperation.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 

The year 1956 was in several respects notable in the history of Win- 
chester schools. The completion of an extensive program of construction 
and renovation made possible for the first time in years the housing of 
both secondary schools in excellent facilities. Important changes in ad- 
ministrative personnel and organization occurred. But perhaps most sig- 
nificant of all, real progress was made toward the goal of establishing for 
every child attending the schools educational programs and standards de- 
signed to challenge his individual ability to achieve an education. While 
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the school system lost during the year the valuable services of several of 
its staff members, those who replaced them appear to have the competency 
to maintain the standards of teaching Winchester demands. 


School Buildings 

Renovation of the former Senior High School building was completed 
on schedule, permitting occupancy by the Junior High School in January. 
These facilities can accommodate approximately 640 pupils, an enrollment 
not anticipated for Grades Seven and Eight for some years to come. How- 
ever, the new Senior High School with accommodations for about 815 stu- 
dents is already overcrowded with an enrollment of 1,000, which is expected 
to expand to at least 1,200 within three years. Thus, the Town is faced 
with an immediate need for additional secondary school facilities, partic- 
ularly classrcoms. Given the expected distribution of Junior and Senior 
High School students, it would seem advisable to transfer the ninth grade 
to the Junior High School and maintain the more common pattern of 
three grades in each school. This would result in a much more even dis- 
tribution of pupils and permit of more efficient use of the facilities of 
each school. Assuming the adoption of this plan, additional classrooms 
will be needed for both schools. This raises the question of what type of 
facility should be erected. There appear to be three possibilities. One 
would involve the construction of a single annex located between the two » 
schools with access to each. Such a plan would necessitate the closing of 
Main Street and the removal of the two houses adjacent to the Junior High 
School. By far the most flexible and least expensive, since it would avoid 
the unnecessary duplication of existing auditorium, cafeteria, gymnasium 
and office facilities, this plan has one disadvantage in that it does not 
provide for the needed expansion of playgrounds and athletic fields al- 
ready inadequate for present enrollments. A second plan involves the 
construction of an addition to the Senior High School and another to the 
Junior High School. This, likewise, would require the removal of the two 
houses near the Junior High School and probably the removal of two resi- 
dences adjacent to the south wing of the Senior High School. Besides 
being more expensive than the first proposal, this plan has the further 
disadvantage that neither of the two additions could be well located for 
effective routing of pupil traffic and efficient administration. A third pro- 
posal calls for the construction of a second Junior High School located 
somewhere on the west side of town. Of the three plans this would be 
much the most expensive both to construct and to operate, necessitating 
as it would the duplication of certain existing facilities and the operation 
of two complete plants, neither of which could be expected to enroll in the 
foreseeable future as many as 500 pupils in Grades 7, 8 and 9. Further- 
more, an addition to the Senior High School would still be needed since 
present facilities would not be sufficient even for a three-year school. The 
chief advantage of this plan would be in the possibility of acquiring a site 
large enough to supply an adequate athletic field in a location that would 
eliminate the need for pupil transportation and lunchroom facilities. 

The urgency of this need for additional secondary school classrooms 
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can be gauged by the fact that in the fall of 1957 enrollments will have 
increased to the point that the auditorium and the main lounge of the 
Senior High School probably will have to be used for classrooms together 
with rooms adjoining the locker rooms which, because of their location, are 
not suitable for mixed classes. The problem will become increasingly 
acute as enrollments rise and educational efficiency will be impaired until 
adequate facilities are available. ' 

Turning to other school building needs of the community, it is reason- 
ably safe to predict that accelerated growth in the western section of the 
Town will necessitate an additional elementary school in that area pos- 
sibly within three years. A building site already has been acquired for this 
purpose. In other areas existing facilities should be adequate with minor 
renovations for at least the next five years. For Mystic School with a capa- 
city of about 440 pupils, there is anticipated a peak enrollment of 460. 
This, to be sure, would result in some overcrowding and should enrollment 
estimates prove conservative additional facilities would be needed. This 
problem might be solved by transporting pupils from newly developed 
areas in that district to the Lincoln School, where a static population and 
a parochial school promise to limit enrollments to a point substantially be- 
low the capacity of the school. Lincoln School may also be counted on to 
accommodate, by redistricting, pupils otherwise attending Washington 
School should the latter building become overcrowded. Further provision 
can be made for expanded enrollments at Washington School by convert- 
ing the old gymnasium into two classrooms. 

The remaining building problem is the need for new offices for the 
School Committee, the Superintendent and his staff. A special committee 
on Town Offices is studying this problem along with similar needs of other 
Town agencies and it is hoped that more commodious and efficient quarters 
may be available without too long a delay since present housing condi- 
tions make it difficult for the department to render satisfactory service to 
the Town. 


School Staff 


A number of important changes occurred in the personnel of the School 
Department during 1956. Mr. John D. Stevens served as Acting Principal 
of the Senior High School from January until the close of schools in June. 
Meanwhile, the School Committee was fortunate in securing the services 
of Mr. W. Howard Niblock, who assumed the responsibilities of Principal 
at the beginning of the present school year. In the few months he has 
been here, Mr. Niblock has demonstrated the ability and qualities which 
gave him the reputation of being one of New England’s outstanding educa- 
tors and school administrators. Other administrative changes effective in 
September of 1956 include the appointment of full-time Principals to the 
Lincoln and Parkhurst Schools. Miss Martha Cunningham became Prin- 
cipal of the Lincoln School and Mr. Albert Sutula of the Parkhurst School. 
These changes have made possible more effective supervision and admin- 
istrative service to the elementary schools, each of which now has a full- 
time Principal and clerk. 
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There were 24 changes in teaching personnel at the beginning of the 
present school year. Three of these were additional positions required be- 
cause of higher enrollments. The remainder, with two exceptions, were 
staff members who, for various reasons, discontinued their teaching careers. 
Two members of the staff accepted appointments to state teachers’ col- 
leges during the year. Dr. Otis Alley, who joined the staff of Bridgewater 
State Teachers’ College, was replaced as Head of the Science Department 
by Mrs. Lenna Travis of the Senior High School staff. 

Other personnel changes necessitated because of increased enroll- 
ments were the substitution of a full-time speech therapist and a full-time 
band instructor for part-time positions and the appointment of an addi- 
tional reading consultant. Also, with the opening of the new Junior High 
School, it became necessary to appoint a full-time Head of the Department 
of Home Economics and a Cafeteria Manager. In all cases these changes | 
are resulting in better services to the schools and the pupils. 

The Winchester schools continue to be in demand for the training of 
student teachers from nearby colleges and universities. Fifty-four of these 
students did their practice teaching and internship in our schools last year. 
That this program has mutual advantages is evidenced by the fact that 
two of these practice teachers were subsequently employed to fill vacancies 
in our schools and are proving to be among our most promising young 
teachers. 

By virtue of more intensive recruiting and a higher salary schedule, it 
was possible to fill vacancies this year with teachers who promise to 
achieve the high instructional level required of our Winchester faculty. 
Meanwhile, however, teacher salary schedules elsewhere are continuing to 
rise as the shortage of teachers worsens, making it apparent that further 
adjustments, particularly in maximum salaries, will be necessary to meet 
the competition for capable personnel. 

To better prepare for the opening of schools this September, the staff 
assembled three days before the official opening of schools. The first two 
days were spent in the orientation of new teachers and in discussions by 
the Superintendent, Principals and Directors of plans and programs for 
the school year. The third day was allotted to the teachers to enable them 
to arrange classrooms, equipment and programs in preparation for the 
pupils. The staff has approved this innovation as valuable in making for 
a smoother and more efficient school opening. 


School Program 

For the past several years there has been growing concern throughout 
the country for the education of the academically abler pupil. While 
much has been accomplished in the improvement of instruction for the 
handicapped child, the program of instruction and the standards of 
achievement in the public schools have been geared more or less to the 
pupil of average scholastic ability. Realizing the tremendous potential 
value to society of the “gifted” pupil, so-called, many school systems are 
attempting to devise standards and programs that will both challenge 
these pupils and enrich their educational experiences. Such efforts are 
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particularly appropriate in Winchester, whose student body, while includ- 
ing pupils of all ranges of scholastic ability, includes a comparatively high 
proportion of students of better-than-average ability. Two programs have 
been initiated in the Winchester schools which promise to contribute sub- 
stantially to improving educational opportunities for the pupil of higher 
scholastic ability. One is the development of the systemwide program of 
ability and achievement testing whereby it is now possible to know just 
how well every pupil in our schools is learning in terms of his individual 
capacity to learn. The other is an experiment begun this fall in the field 
of arithmetic in the seventh grade. A small group of students was selected 
on the basis of superior ability and achievement in the field of mathe- 
matics. This group is being offered a special and advanced program of 
basic mathematics which will be continued through the twelfth grade by 
which time these students will have completed study of this subject sub- 
stantially beyond high school level. Should this project prove successful, 
similar classes will be established in all major areas of study for Grades 7 
through 12. While it is too early to predict the absolute success of this 
educational experiment, brief experience indicates that it may be effective 
not only for the group taking the special courses but in raising the 
achievement levels for other groups taking the same subjects. The mathe- 
matics “project” was planned and initiated by Mr. Arthur Butters, Head of 
the Mathematics Department, who will continue to supervise and plan its 
development at the higher grade levels. 

What promises to be another important phase in the development of 
Winchester’s program of public education had its beginning this year when 
the League of Women Voters completed a survey of public interest in 
a local program of adult education. The results of this survey pointed so 
definitely to a felt need for such a program, that the School Committee ap- 
pointed an advisory committee of citizens to make recommendations. Act- 
ing on the proposals submitted by the advisory committee, the School Com- 
mittee has arranged for an adult education program comprising six courses 
to begin on February 11, 1957. Interest in the program as determined 
from enrollments and inquiries will guide the School Committee in the 
selection of future courses. Thus Winchester will join the hundreds of 
communities offering adult education programs which are steadily grow- 
ing in popularity throughout the country. 

This year marked the first time that the new course in electricity and 
electronics has been offered. Planned as one of the facilities for the new 
Senior High School as a part of the expanded program of industrial arts, 
the well-equipped electronics shop is proving to be one of the most popu- 
lar areas in the school. Also, for the first time, the new shortwave broad- 
casting station was put into operation. Manned by the students as a part 
of the program in speech and the dramatic arts, it now carries regularly 
scheduled broadcasts to the community. 


* % * * 


In a community which gives such wholehearted support to its schools, 
one finds difficulty in singling out persons or local agencies to whom spe- 
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cial tribute should be paid. However, among the many who have con- 
tributed to our educational program this year my special thanks go to 
Mr. John D. Stevens for his loyalty, cooperation and effective service as 
Acting Principal of the Senior High School, to the League of Women Voters 
and to the members. of the Advisory Commitee on Adult Education for 
their efforts in making possible a program of adult education and to the 
School Committee and the staff for their excellent cooperation and sup- 
port.

A report of the Medical Department for the school year 1955-1956 follows: 


A. Annual Physical Examinations: 


1. The annual physical examinations were undertaken shortly after 
the opening of school. They were completed by June 1, 1956. Due 
to reconstruction there was delay in completing examinations of 
the Junior and Senior High school students until the latter part 
of the year. Tabulation of examinations follows:

There continues to be a downward trend in the number of major 
defects; however, the minor defects category seems to have almost 
doubled since the last school year. The reason for this appears to 
be due to the greater incidence of disturbance of foot arches. The 
minor defects seem to fall in order of frequency in the following 
categories: feet, teeth, posture, nutrition (principally overweight) 
and minor skin ailments (acne). Two or more of the defects are 
found very often in the same pupil. 

2. Parents present at examinations: 


There were 219 parents present during the examinations of the 
Elementary school pupils.

B. Pre-School Examinations: 
Pre-school examinations of children entering school September, 1956 
were held during the second and third weeks in May. The total 
number examined in the presence of parents was 135.

C. Communicable Disease Control: 
This school year showed a marked decrease in the number of com- 
municable diseases. Most of our cases were of minor character. There 
were approximately six cases of scarlet fever during the school year 
which is a definite decrease over last year. 
Polio Control Program: 
On March 7, 1956 the second polio injection was given to the second 
and third graders. Total given was 423. This was 42 less than those 
given in May, 1955 which is probably due to some of them receiving 
their shots from private physicians. Six teams of doctors with nurses 
provided by the Winchester District Nursing Association gave their 
time freely in this program. é 
Tuberculosis Control: 
This year again we were unable to acquire the Mobile Unit for chest 
X-ray survey for the Junior Class. The State did not believe it was 
advisable. However, all food handlers at the Junior and Senior High 
Schools, which include adults and student workers, received chest X- 
rays. 
There was only one case of poliomyelitis during the school year, a 
twelve-year-old boy. 


D. Massachusetts Vision Tests: 
The Massachusetts Vision Test was performed by the School Nurse 
from September, 1955 to June, 1956 and the following is a tabulation 
of the defects found in each school.

During the year, the facilities of the Winchester Public Library were 
taxed to the utmost as service to the Town continued to expand. It has 
been pointed out to the citizens over the past several years that the need 
for increased space has become serious in all departments and acute in the 
Children’s and Young Adults’ sections. (The specific needs are covered in 
the Reports of the Librarian and Building Committee.) The Trustees 
have withheld request for a building addition in deference to the more 
pressing requirements of the schools. It is now our considered opinion 
that the situation in our Library has reached a critical stage. 

At the Town Meeting in March, 1956, an Article placed in the Warrant 
by the Trustees was voted by the Town. This vote authorized the appoint- 
ment of a Building Committee and the appropriation of $4,500 for archi- 
tect’s preliminary plans and estimates for a building addition to the Li- 
brary. Since its appointment the Building Committee has made a thorough 
study of the Library’s operations to determine whether or not such in- 
creased space is necessary now and for the future. It was the Commit- 
tee’s unanimous decision that any further delay in the construction of a 
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Suitable addition would gravely impair the library service, which has be- 
come so important in our Winchester community. 

After consultation with several architects whose recent buildings had 
been previously visited, an eminently qualified architectural firm was se- 
lected to render preliminary plans and estimated costs. This phase of the 
work was completed in November. The Building Committee and Trustees 
believe these plans are excellent and will provide the necessary facilities 
for the foreseeable future. 

The Building committee will present at the coming March Town 
Meeting full details of the architect’s plans, together with a recommenda- 
tion that an appropriation be voted for completion of working plans and 
drawings from which firm contractors’ bids may be solicited. From these 
competitive bids a definite cost will be submitted at a special Town Meet- 
ing to be called later in the year. An authorization of this amount will be 
requested in order that construction may begin during 1957. The Build- 
ing Committee and Trustees feel that the Town would be better served if 
the Town Meeting members are asked to vote on an exact price rather than 
on an esimate, even though the time involved in so doing will delay the 
beginning of construction for several months. 

Winchester was honored with the election of Mrs. Langley C. Keyes, 
Secretary of the Board of Library Trustees, to the Presidency of the Mas- 
sachusetts Library Trustees Association. This Association is comprised of 
trustees representing public libraries throughout the state. 

The Trustees were sorrowed by the death of M. Walker Jones, for many 
years a Trustee of the Library. His foresight and keen interest contrib- 
uted greatly to making the Library the cultural center of Winchester. 

The passing of Robert H. Eason, Library Building Superintendent for 
25 years until his retirement in July, has saddened the Trustees, members 
of the Staff and his many friends in the community. His untiring devotion 
to duty and his willing spirit were an inspiration to all who knew him. 

The Trustees wish to express their appreciation to our Chief Librarian, 
Mrs. Dana Philbrook, her Staff and the other employees who, under in- 
creasing difficulties for want of adequate space, carried on their valued 
library service to the Town. 

We wish also to thank the various Town departments and officials for 
their help during the year. Their assistance is greatly appreciated. 

As our program for the year is presented, it is our earnest hope that 
we will have your fullest cooperation and support.

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REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 
To the Board of Library Trustees: 
Twenty-five Years of Growth

The present library building was completed in 1931 and formally 
opened on December 5, 1931. The above statistics show the increase in use 
since the first full year in the new building. Our public library shares the 
dilemma of our schools in that it has far outgrown its original facilities. 
The greatest need for expansion is in the Children’s Department. 

A recent survey of the Winchester Public Library reads, in quoting 
American Library Association standards, “that 35 to 75 per cent of the 
population from five to fourteen years of age be registered with the com- 
munity library as juvenile borrowers. In the town of Winchester, 90 per 
cent of the children five through fourteen years of age are registered bor- 
rowers. The record points toward very heavy demands being made upon 
existing library facilities.”* 

The PRESENT CHILDREN’S ROOM is inadequate for the following 
reasons: 

1. Inadequate shelving to house collection — present collection should 
be increased to 20,000. Of the 12,000 now in the collection, half are 
now housed in dark closets and stacks away from the Children’s 
Room. Present condition allows for no growth of the book collec- 
tion — thus necessitating the discarding of as many books as pur- 
chased. 

2. Floor space is inadequate. The seating capacity does not take care 
of enough children at one time and when every chair is occupied 
it is difficult for children to use the books on the shelves because 
of the crowded conditions. (Present Seating Capacity 28—Seating 
Capacity Needed 40-50) 

3. Story Hour Space needed. 

To accommodate visiting school classes, scout troops, etc., and not 
disrupt daily work of desk procedure. No suitable space is now 
provided for weekly story hours. 
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4. Workroom and Office Space needed. 

Counters and desks are needed for mending, cataloging and proces- 
sing of books, for poster work, etc., and space for preparation of 
books which are sent to each elementary school. Cabinets for 
storing all supplies are needed. An office for the Children’s 
Librarian is needed for conference with parents, teachers and 
group leaders, for telephoning away from the public, for book or- 
dering processes and work which requires concentration. A make- 
shift closet now serves as the Children’s Librarians’ quarters and 
workroom. In this confined space all office procedures must now 
be conducted. 


5. Public lavatories and coatroom needed. 
There are no lavatories for the children in the Children’s Depart- 
ment and no provision for a coatroom. 


YOUNG PEOPLE’S ROOM 

“The needs of ‘intermediates’ or high school students, of the great 14 
to 20 year old group, who no longer wish to be treated as children should 
be recognized, by giving them special quarters or space for (a)) leisure 
reading and (b) school reference work, with adult books available, but 
without disturbing adult readers.’’** 


PRESENT LACK: 


No room planned for young people — small periodical room has been used 
for this purpose. 


1. Lack of seating space (99% of High School Students are registered 
borrowers) (Present seating capacity 16 — Seating capacity needed 
45-50.) 

2. Crowded quarters when choosing books. 


3. The collection of college pamphlets is inadequate due to lack of 
space. 


4. No reference material because of lack of space. A small collection 
of quick reference books, etc., should be available in the Students’ 
Room. 


5. Inability to shelve enough books in Students’ Room to satisfy 
their needs such as novels and non-fiction for young adults and 
English reading assignments. These conditions are responsible in 
a great measure for the lack of discipline here. It is impossible in 
such crowded quarters to keep good order. 


The need for MORE SHELVING FOR BOOKS is acute in the adult 
library. Every available shelf has been filled, with excessive crowding in 
the stacks and no more room for growth. Purchasing of new books has to 
be curtailed because of the lack of space although, the discarding of older 
books is a continuous process. Additional shelving should be in the form 
of movable partitions near informal groupings of furniture convenient for 
the reader and so that the book and the place where it is read are brought 
together. 
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LARGER WORKROOM AND OFFICE AREAS are needed. With the 
increase of population, greater use of the library, and more personnel, 
crowded working conditions now prevail in these areas. 


Because of the location and arrangements of the present reading- 
reference room there is an urgent need for a QUIET REFERENCE AREA. 

A SMALL EXHIBITION HALL AND MEETING ROOM should be re- 
tained with provisions made for additional seating, a coatroom, public 
toilets and projection room facilities adjacent to the room. 

I feel obligated to call to the attention of the townspeople and the 
Board of Library Trustees these urgent needs resulting from the popula- 
tion growth and the continued increase in the use of the library by such 
a remarkable percentage of library borrowers. 


We know Winchester people are proud of their library and will see 
that it continues to be a credit to their town. I am deeply grateful and 
proud of the members of our library staff who have carried on the tradi- 
tion of good library service to Winchester people despite the difficult con- 
ditions which now exist.

Report of the 
Board of Commissioners of Trust Funds 


Again this year the Public Library Trustees have voted to transfer 
funds ($250.00) from the interest account of the Jere A. Downs Fund to its 
principal account, thus increasing said fund to $40,630, as compared with 
the $43,835.68 original principal amount. Except in this fund, all the dif- 
ferent bequest funds (14 in all, plus one (Rogers) fund controlled by an 
outside agency which pays the income of the $1,000 fund annually for the 
account of the Winchester Public Library) have been kept virtually intact 
as to principal even when not so required by the terms of their trust. 


In March 1956 the Town received $2,503.21 from the Philip J. Blank 
Estate, the income from which is to be used as a Winchester Public Schools 
Scholarship Fund. 

Also in March 1956, the Town received $1,000.00 “in behalf of the late 
Ernest R. Eustis” one of our outstanding citizens, “the income only to be 
used for the maintenance and embellishment of Wildwood Cemetery.” 

Inasmuch as bonds legal for Massachusetts Savings Banks, in which 
our funds can be invested, are now selling at lower prices, than for a con- 
siderable period of years, we have, following the suggestion of Town 
Treasurer Bradlee, requested the transfer of approximately $40,000.00 of 
the Town’s Trust Funds heretofore in savings banks, into $40,000.00 par 
value of said bonds, thus increasing the Town’s income return.

At the Annual Town Meeting in March, the Town voted to purchase 
the 9% acre lot on the corner of Ridge Street and Lockland Road for a 
future playground. This was necessary since the 9% acre lot at the junc- 
tion of Ridge Street and Johnson Road, purchased a short time ago for 
this purpose, is now to be used as a future school site. 

This is the first year we have put into operation, in conjunction with 
the School Committee, the plan where we would care and maintain the 
grounds on all schools and Manchester Field. 

As is to be expected, there is little grass on school yards. However 
extensive ground cleaning was done on all school properties and all the 
shrubbery trimmed. Special attention was given to the banking at the 
Parkhurst School. Because of the steep slope, it is difficult to cut the grass, 
and it was, accordingly, necessary to purchase special equipment to do this 
work. 

A great deal of work was done on Manchester Field. A new baseball 
diamond was built, and in addition considerable loam and fertilizer was 
placed on the entire field. Every means available was used to eliminate 
the dandelions, and it is our hope that, while there is still much to be done, 
most of the weed has been exterminated. 

We are informed by the State and Town Engineres that the waterlevel 
by the railroad bridge on the new By-Pass is so high that the frost, during 
the winter months, might cause this particular area to “heave.” 

To correct this trouble, it will be necessary during the cold weather to 
lower the water level in the Mill Pond. It is planned to do this by elim- 
inating entirely the top step of the present dam. 

Since this means the Mill Pond must be dredged, it seems sensible to 
also dredge the Aberjona River from North Washington Street to the Post 
Office, as well as the particular area in Wedge Pond, which became filled 
as the result of the work done on Horn Pond Brook. 

This project would be done by the State under Chapter 91, wherein 
the cost is divided equally by the State and Town. 

We have brought to the attention of the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission the unsightly condition of the River from Ginn Field to the Lake. 
It is our understanding this part of the River will be cleaned by the Met- 
ropolitan District Commission in 1957. 

Last summer it appeared that if we wished, a retired steam locomo- 
tive would be given to the Town for posterity by the Boston and Maine 
Railroad. However, this plan was not adopted since it was the opinion of 
both the Selectmen and ourselves that the locomotive would create a 
major maintenance and vandalism problem as well as causing the loss of 
several desirable parking lots. 

The two beautiful spruce trees formerly on the Blanchard property on 
Main Street were given to the Town by the kindness of First National 
Stores, who recently purchased this land as a site for new store. The 
First National Stores also paid for transplanting these trees to the Com- 
mon and Wedge Pond Park. 
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As the roses on the plot on Symmes corner had died out, they were 
replaced with geraniums, and the rest of the area seeded with grass which 
resulted in much favorable comment. 

A successful ten week Recreational Playground program was held un- 
der the direction of Mr. Frank Provinzano, his eight assistants, and Miss 
Gloria Mucera in charge of Arts and Crafts. The water for swimming, 
particularly at Leonard Field Pool, was very good. 

Tennis is aS popular as ever and Little League finished third in the 
world series. 

Mr. J. William Smith, Jr., a member of this Board since October 1950, 
resigned last September since he had moved from Town, because of a busi- 
ness change. At a joint meeting with the Board of Selectmen on October 
1, 1956, Mr. John J. Shanahan was unanimously elected to fill the vacancy 
until election in March. 

We wish, at this time, to extend our thanks and appreciation to all 
members of other departments for the cooperation and help we received 
whenever we called for assistance.

_. The Planning Board is pleased to submit its forty-second annual re- 
‘port. 


Grade Crossing Elimination 


_ The elimination of the grade crossing is the biggest history making 
event, not only of the year but of this century. Much credit must be 
given to past Boards of Selectmen, Planning Boards and Citizens’ Com- 
mittees who, individually and collectively have put in so much time and 
effort on this more than half century old controversial problem. 

Praise and thanks must be given to the contractor and his staff for 
the manner in which they have done this job. Progress and completion 
schedules have been met with smooth, efficient, cooperative and workman- 
like operations with the minimum of inconvenience to the Winchester re- 
tailers, shoppers and residents. 


Parking 


The elimination of the grade crossing has not and will not cure the 
downtown parking problem. The Town must look ahead and not only 
provide for the immediate requirements, but also for future needs, which 
every planner in the country knows will continue to increase as years go 
by. 

Upon the completion of the by-pass road, a thorough study will be 
made by the Planning Board of the traffic flow which, in our opinion, has 
a great bearing on the parking problem. Until this study is complete and 
a report and recommendation made, we do not believe that any temporary 
or stop-gap changes should be adopted by the Town Meeting. 


Subdivision Control 


The administration of the Subdivision Control Law, adopted by the 
Town four years ago, continues to increase in volume and importance. 

The basic conception behind subdivision control is to attract only re- 
sponsible builders and developers and by strict regulations cause them to 
produce the best possible home sites for future home owners, complete 
with roads, water, sewer, drainage, etc., with a minimum of expense to the 
taxpayers of the Town. 

It is the responsibility of the Planning Board to study and analyze 
the submitted engineering plans of the developer, and with the aid of our 
consultants make certain that it not only meets all the “Rules and Regu- 
lations of the Planning Board” but also that it provides for the maximum 
health safety and welfare protection for the Town as a whole as well as 
the future resident of the subdivision. 

During the year 1956 the Planning Board has given final approval to 
three developments and has under study six more. If houses were con- 
structed on every lot of these subdivisions, it would mean approximately 
four hundred new houses. 
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Routes 3 and 28 

The Massachusetts Department of Public Works has now available 
funds to relocate Routes 3 and 28 and have them on their construction 
program for the very near future. Route 28 going north from Medford is 
to by-pass Stoneham Square on the west near the Stoneham-Winchester 
Town line and further north by-pass the center of Reading and then con- 
nect with the New Hampshire Pike at the state line. At the present time 
it does not appear that much of any Winchester land will be taken. 

Route 3 is to be relocated from Route 128 south to join Route 28 in 
Medford and then on into Boston via the so-called inner belt highway. 
The Commissioner of the Massachusetts Department of Public Works now 
has the matter under study as to the exact location of this highway. A 
highway location plan prepared by the Department of Public Works sev- 
eral years ago and put on public record by them is the one that the mem- 
bers of the Planning Board and Selectmen unanimously are strongly 
recommending. The plan follows the Lexington-Winchester Town line 
and goes through Winchester to the west of Ridge Street and enters the 
Town of Arlington to the west of the junction of Ridge Street and Hutch- 
inson Road. This proposed route would not affect any presently built up 
areas in Winchester. 

Alternate routes have been presented to the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Works which would cause the destruction or removal of many 
homes and even ruin the natural beauty and recreational utilization of 
the Country Club and Mystic Lakes. 

The Planning Board and Selectmen have and are continuing to 
strenuously oppose such routes. Both of these routes are limited access 
highways, with at least a hundred foot roadway and another hundred feet 
on each side of the roadway for protective and safety purposes. 

The Department of Public Works has told us that within a very few 
years aS many as 65,000 vehicles a day will use this highway and will con- 
tinue to increase year by year. 


Johnson Road 


Johnson Road will be completed in the Spring of 1957 as far as Ridge 
Street. Within a few years this road will be continued to the Lexington 
line. This road will open up large areas for home building. Again it is 
the responsibility of the Planning Board to see that the area is laid out 
with properly located access roads and feeder streets as well as to study 
and recommend the elimination of hazardous bottlenecks such as will 
probably occur near the junction of Johnson Road and Wildwood Street 
extension and Wildwood and Cambridge Streets. Such a study has and 
will continue to have our attention. 


The Six Year Plan 


In 1939 Winchester adopted the so-called six year plan under the 
direction and in cooperation with the Public Works Committee of the Na- 
tional Resources Planning Board. Its purpose was to help the Town sta- 
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bilize its expenditures, keep its financial house in good order and promote 
more intelligent community action. 

Subsequent to the Sewer Bond Issue of May 1, 1926, no bonds were 
issued until September 1, 1951. In 1950 the total funded debt had been 
reduced to $12,000.00. On January 1, 1956, it was $2,522,000.00. With the 
exception of $2,000.00 this was due to the School Expansion program. 

From 1926 to 1951 the Town adopted a pay as you go policy, all cap- 
ital outlay being paid for from current revenue by adjusting the tax rate 
each year to meet foreseeable necessary capital outlay as projected in the 
six year plan. 

Mounting construction costs, uncertainty of revenues, the tremendous 
growth in school population and the deadline for filing this report makes 
it impracticable to continue the former detailed schedules. Projects of 
proposed expenditures will be examined and passed upon by the Finance 
Committee with its characteristic thoroughness and good judgment and 
will be approved or disapproved by the voters after receiving the Commit- 
tee’s recommendation. 

The six year program as set forth in the accompanying schedule is 
not to be taken as a recommendation of the Planning Board that all the 
projects are essential or that every project should be carried out in the 
particular year to which it is now allocated. 


We have had the greatest support and cooperation from all the 
Boards and Committees of the Town with whom we get involved in the 
execution of our responsibilities. 

The Planning Board again wants to recognize the importance of the 
work done by our Planning Consultant, Mr. Allen Benjamin. New this 
year are two part-time employees of the Board, who work for us after 
their regular hours in the Town Engineering Department. One of these 
is Mr. Howard F. Ambrose as the Planning Board Consultant Engineer. 
His engineering know-how and his intimate knowledge of the Town has 
ably filled a long standing, much needed void in the ever increasing work 
load of the Planning Board. Mrs. Alice Eberle is the other part time 
employee who is doing our stenographic duties so well.

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Annual Report of the Civil Defense 


A 50 K. W. generating unit for emergency electric power is now the 
property of the Town of Winchester, with one-half of the cost defrayed by 
the U. S. Government. It will enable the town to pump domestic water, or 
drive the sewage pumps in case of Edison power failure for any reason. 
The machine has been tested and found to be more than capable of doing 
the work for which it was purchased. 


Prior to the summer vacation it was planned to attempt a trial emer- 
gency school evacuation, but it was felt that more time was required to 
perfect the preliminary plans. The test has been postponed to the Spring 
of 1957. 


Shortly after organizing a Frogmen’s Division we were asked to re- 
cover the body of a child out of the Merrimac River, by the Lowell police 
department. Our men worked under ice in freezing temperatures to no 
avail. The body was never recovered. 


Later in the year, June 1956, we were called by the Wakefield police for 
a similar task. Mr. Louis Azuola, chief of the C. D. Frogmen, recovered 
the body of a thirteen year old boy in Lake Quannapowitt. 


During the severe snow storm of March 12th Civil Defense furnished 
cots and blankets to stranded telephone operators at the telephone office. 


Auxiliary police served in a number of capacities such as EnKa Fair, 
Halloween patrol, Sunday church traffic control, etc. Fifteen of them 
have been equipped with new uniforms, which at Chief Harrold’s recom- 
mendation are duplicates of the regular police uniforms. They look well 
and are a credit to our town. 

The Auxiliary Firemen are maintaining Engine 6 with the welcome 
help and assistance of Chief Callahan and Capt. Amico. This piece of 
firefighting equipment has cost the town very little money, yet it is a 
capable and efficient piece of apparatus. For several weeks it stood in 
the front line while Engine 4 was being painted. During the period when 
Bacon Street and Swanton Street were closed and the center crossing was 
at its worst, Engine 6 with Engine 2 were stationed at the town yard in 
order to provide adequate protection to the West Side. 

Our communication division has grown appreciably during the last 
year by the addition of young men of high school age, all licensed ama- 
teur radio operators. These boys have faithfully attended test drills and 
are capable of repairing and servicing most of the equipment. 

We are in receipt of several hundred dollars worth of new and used 
radio equipment donated by Mr. Robert B. Richmond, formed C. D. As- 
sistant Director of Communications. This will enable us to modernize and 
augment present control center equipment without expense to the town. 

Winchester C. D. observed National C. D. week during September by 
issuing posters placed in merchants windows and by an exhibit of C. D. 
equipment on the Common. Previously the Boy Scouts had covered every 
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street and house in town to give each householder a revised C. D. siren 
warning chart. We thank Mr. MacFeeley and his staff for their much ap- 
preciated help. 


The State C. D. has opened a training center in Topsfield for teaching 
Civil Defense rescue operation under simulated disaster conditions. Four 
local firemen were selected by Chief Callahan to attend this course. 


At this writing conditions in the Middle East are a disturbing factor, 
far more than appears on the surface, hence it should serve as a stimu- 
lating factor to all Winchester citizens to become more and more Civil 
Defense conscious.

Report of the Board of 
Public Welfare and Bureau of 
Old Age Assistance 


The Board of Public Welfare herewith submits its annual report for 
the year 1956. 

It is interesting to note that 94.6% of our entire caseload and 93.6% 
of our public assistance expenditures in 1956 were in the Federal and State 
categories—Old Age Assistance, Aid to Dependent Children, and Aid to 
Permanently and Totally Disabled Persons. General Relief remains the 
only locally controlled category in its entirety and consists of 5.4% of the 
public assistance caseload and 6.4% of the total assistance expenditures. 
This is indicative of the trend towards complete Federal and State partici- 
pation and control of our public assistance programs. 


General Relief 


General Relief, the only program administered solely by your Welfare 
Board, provides assistance for those needy persons who cannot qualify 
for one of the Federal programs. These are: the unemployed, foster home 
or institutional care for children, temporary medical care, and in some in- 
stances non-citizens. Chapter 653 of the Acts of 1956, which became effec- 
tive on November 7, 1956, extended the benefits of Old Age Assistance to 
non-citizens who have resided in the United States for twenty years and 
who have resided in Massachusetts not less than three years during the 
nine years immediately preceding the application for old age assistance 
and continuously for one year immediately preceding the date of applica- 
tion for assistance. The passage of this act has enabled your board to 
transfer two cases from General Relief to Old Age Assistance and as time 
goes on will have the effect of reducing the cost of General Relief. Your 
Board expected a sharp increase in caseload and cost because of the strike

at Beggs and Cobb. After a meeting with the union officials, at which 
meeting we stated our policies and limitations, the increases we expected 
did not materialize and we were able to absorb the increase without diffi- 
culty. We continue to have three children under our child welfare pro- 
gram and two chronically ill patients at the Tewksbury State Hospital 
and Infirmary. 


Old Age Assistance 


The cost of Old Age Assistance continues to increase due to several 
factors — increased hospital services; a transportation allowance of $2.50 
per person, effective January 1, 1956; a 5.7% cost of living increase effec- 
tive July 1, 1956, and other medical services. Hospital services cost ap- 
proximately $11,000.00 in 1956 and nursing home care cost approximately 
$16,500.00 in 1956. It is worthy of comment that the cost of medical serv- 
ices amounted to 39.1% of the total expenditures for old age assistance. 
Federal reimbursement increased as of October 1, 1956 by $4.00 per case 
per month. This has the effect of reducing the cost to the Town, although 
the over-all cost of the program increased. There were 112 cases receiving 
Old Age Assistance as of January 1, 1956. The load fluctuated throughout 
the year and we finished the year with 112 cases. 


Aid to Dependent Children 


This is a Federal program for children up to eighteen years of age 
who have been deprived of parental support for one reason or another. 
The passage of the Uniform Support Act has made a definite impression 
on our Aid to Dependent Children program. As of January 1, 1956 we had 
eleven cases with twenty-five children. We added three cases with five 
children and closed six cases with seventeen children. As of December 31, 
1956 we have seven cases with thirteen children. Of the seven cases pres- 
ently active three are receiving some support from a separated or deserting 
parent. Of the six closed during the year four were as a result of success- 
ful efforts on the part of the department to obtain regular payments from 
a separated or deserting parent, the remaining two cases were closed be- 
cause of employment. Federal reimbursement increased as of October 1, 
1956, which assists in reducing the net cost to the Town. 


Aid to Permanently and Totally Disabled Persons 


We were aiding six cases as of January 1, 1956 under this program of 
assistance. We added two cases and two were closed. Another was trans- 
ferred to Old Age Assistance under the previously mentioned Chapter 653 
of the Acts of 1956. As of December 31, 1956 we have five cases. One is 
receiving vocational rehabilitation, one is a patient in a nursing home, 
one is a patient in a chronic hospital and two are being aided in their own 
homes. As in the other Federal programs, a 5.7% cost of living increase 
was given as of July 1, 1956 and Federal reimbursement was increased on 
October 1, 1956 thereby reducing the net cost to the Town. 
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Your board wishes to take this opportunity to acknowledge with sin- 
cere appreciation the fine spirit of co-operation given to the board by all 
the departments within the government; also to the various organizations 
in the town that have given so generously of their time and money to as- 
sist your board in helping the less fortunate. 

The following figures are approximate due to the date on which this re- 
port must be filed. However, the exact expenditures may be found in the 
report of the Town Accountant. These figures will point up the total ex- 
penditures and the reimbursements we receive from the Federal and State 
and the net cost to the town in 1956.

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Report of Board of Health 


1956 was a fairly busy year for the Health Department of this 
town. During the late spring and summer the Salk Polio Vaccine became 
available and the majority of children up to the age of 19 years were 
given their first two injections either in the clinics or by private physicians. 
No cases of poliomyelitis were reported in Winchester this year. 


During the summer the Aberjona River again caused a nuisance to the 
town due to the overflowing of the Metropolitan District Commission sew- 
ers in Woburn and the material then flowing into the river. In addition, 
it was found that several factories north of Winchester were allowing 
their waste products to flow into the river. Members of the Board held 
several meetings with town and state officials and the river was cleaned 
up with the help of the Metropolitan Commission. 


Due to the large amount of material brought to the town disposal area 
as a result of the building of the railroad overpass, it will become neces- 
sary to obtain a new dumping area in the very near future. It is hoped 
that the town dump and incinerator committee will come up with an an- 
swer to our disposal problem soon. 


Some changes have been made in our staff during the year. Mrs. 
Alice V. Murray, R.N., our Public Health Nurse, resigned in September and 
Miss Carole Muse, R.N., was appointed in her place. Mr. William B. Mac- 
Donald, our Board of Health Agent, has submitted his resignation in order 
to spend more time on his other duties. No replacement has been obtained 
as yet and he has consented to continue his duties until a new agent has 
been appointed. 


For some time the board has felt that a sanitarian has been needed in 
our town. In addition to the duties of agent for the Board of Health he 
would also supervise various other health activities which have never been 
done in this town, such as routine inspection of restaurants and other eat- 
ing and food handling establishments, barber shops, etc. He would assist 
in the enforcement of various state health regulations and town by-laws. 
It is hoped that the town will approve of the appointment of a sanitarian 
at the town meeting. 


The board extends its thanks and appreciation to the staff for its con- 
tinued co-operation.

During the year 1956, the Water and Sewer Department carried on its 
regular work of service to customers and the expansion of service to new 
customers. In this connection, 16,595 feet of water mains were installed, 
making a total of 76.68 miles of pipe in the system. 7,150 feet of sewer 
pipe were installed making a total of 61.86 miles of pipe in the sewer sys- 
tem. Eighty-two water services were installed, making a total of 4,933 
services. Seventy-one sewer services were installed, making a total of 
4,560 services. Sixty-four water services were renewed. 26.5 miles of sewer 
mains were cleaned. Rainfall amounted to 45.23 inches. The average 
rainfall for the last eighty-two years is 42.32 inches. 

Early in 1956, in pursuance of the vote of the 1955 Town Meeting, 
fluoridation equipment was installed and placed in operation. It may be 
of interest to report that prior to the introduction of fluorine into the sys- 
tem, the Board received many complaints about its presence in the water. 
Since its actual use began, however, there has been not a single protest. 

The major emphasis of the department during the past year has been 
carrying out the new steps of our program of rehabilitation. Our report of 
last year set forth at some length the Board’s early suspicions as to defects 
in our water system and the confirmation of these opinions by consulting 
engineers after a complete survey. A tentative five year program was out- 
lined in our report and expanded in greater detail before the March 1956 
Town Meeting. The Town Meeting Members, by their almost unanimous 
vote, indicated their complete endorsement of the projected schedule of 
work designed to accomplish: 


1.. The restoration of our present water mains to their original ca- 
pacity by thorough cleaning of the entire system. 

2. The prevention of future re-incrustation by reducing the acidity 
of the water supply by chemical treatment. 

3. The replacement and enlargement of obsolete mains. 

4. The addition of a new extra source of water supply. 


Some steps in this program could be and were undertaken immed- 
iately. Five thousand five hundred feet of old 6-inch main in Highland 
Avenue and Forest Street were replaced by new 10-inch pipe, greatly in- 
creasing the volume of water in the Northeast section of Winchester. 
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Five thousand five hundred and eighty-five feet of 6-inch and 8-inch pipe 
were augmented by a 12-inch main from Church Street, along Oxford 
Street, to Wildwood Street, to Woodside Road, to Pond Street. Water and 
sewer pipe has been installed the entire length of Johnson Road. A new 
Chemical Feeding Station is nearing completion on Hutchinson Road near 
the Arlington town line. An altitude valve is on order, which, when in- 
stalled, will permit opening the valves between the North and South high 
pressure systems. Cleaning is under progress on the West High system. 

There are many major portions of the over-all program that cannot 
be practically initiated until the location of our additional source of water 
has been determined. This source must, necessarily, be another connec- 
tion with the Metropolitan District System and, for this reason, the Board 
has spent many hours negotiating with the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sioners, with the hope of being able to propose a definite solution to the 
1957 Town Meeting. Although no final commitment to the Board has 
been made by the Metropolitan District Commission as yet, we have every 
reason to feel that a concrete proposal will be made by the time this re- 
port is printed. A connection will cost the town an entrance fee of close 
to $170,000 and the cost of the necessary construction would involve a 
minimum of $115,000 more. 

If this problem can be settled to the satisfaction of the town early in 
the year, it is hoped that major progress can be made in the cleaning of 
mains during 1957.

During the year forty-six members were added to the Retirement Sys-

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Report of the Town Accountant 


December 31, 1956 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 61 of the 
General Laws, I herewith submit my report of the financial transactions 
of the Town of Winchester for the year ending December 31, 1956, to- 
gether with miscellaneous tables and statistics. 


Ordinary Operations 


The ordinary revenues of the town for the year exceeded the total ex- 
penditures for ordinary operations by $157,321.43. The actual receipts for 
the year were $59,249.56 in excess of the estimates, the revenue appropria- 
tion balances were $97,375.27, and assessments made after the fixing of the 
tax rate amounted to $696.60. 


On December 31, the general surplus revenue account had a balance 
Of $475,401.59, of which $423,074.20 was available for expenditure. This 
amount is $86,494.09 more than was available a year ago. The water sur- 
plus revenue account, at the close of the year, had a balance of $23,574.97, 
a decrease of $10,312.89 during 1956. 


Debt Operations 


The funded debt of the town was reduced by $42,000.00 during the year. 
Payments of $167,000.00 were made on existing debt and water bonds were 
issued amounting to $125,000.00. The borrowing capacity of the town, 
within the debt limit, on December 31, 1956 was $795,403.00. 


Post Audit of Departments 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 51 of the Gen- 
eral Laws, the accounts of the various town officers and boards entrusted 
with the receipt, custody or expenditure of money have been examined. 
In each case, the records have been found correct, agreeing with the books 
of the town. 


Examination of Trust Funds 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 53 of the 
General Laws, the accounts of the Commissioners of Trust Funds and 
the Town Treasurer have been examined. The securities held by these 
trustees have been examined and found to be in proper order. The cash 
balances of the trustees have also been verified.
